- much, and which deceiving, the e^peilatian of if^. Reader, contain 
nothing l^fs, than what isi hoped to he found in them. In this Book 
a quite oppofite method is ohferved ; and thofe who Jhall give them- 
felves the trouble to read it, will granf that the Title doth hut im» 
perfeilly exprefs the matter of the Book. ^ . 

I have contented my Jelf to defer ihe faithfully what- 1 obferlje d m 
the Tnquifition, without infifiingto make large JUfleSions pn it, and 
have chofe rather to leave to the Readers the liberty.. of . doing. that. 
Thofe who have already any light knowledge of the Holy Office, will 
make no difficulty to believe all. which is here related ;t.he whqle isfpffiar 
from receiving any exaggeration:; and hqw popt rapr^inary fievep.^ ipe 
Proceedings 'and Fdrmalitiies 'of\he Tnquifttion may appear, ? i Rea- 
der may he ajfured that there' is nothing here related, which is not ex- 
aBly true. I do not in the leajl hereby pretend to blame the hquifition 
fibf: I am willing to believe that the Injlitution of it is good ; and 
it is certain that in thofe places where it fir fl began, it is not exerci- 
fed with fo great Severity, as in Spain, Portupl, and the Countreys 
which depend upon thefe two Crowns., where it is received j lut as all 
human Inftitut ions, how excellent foever they he, are fuhjecl to Re- 
laxation and Abufe, it is not to be admired, if Ahufes have crept in- 
tai the Tribunals of 4he Holy Office, - 

It is of thefe Ahufes therefore only that I defign to complain ; 
however the Inquifitors, who affell fo great Secrecy in whatfoever re- 
lates to theirTrihunals, will perhaps be difpleafed, that 1 have taken 
the liberty to expofe to the P ublick, things, which it feemed fo much 
their concern to keep conceded. But befides, that this difovery may, 
if they will make a right ufe of it, he ferviceahle to them alfo, I 
thought it my Duty no longer to deprive the P ublick of a knowledge, 
which emU not hut he -very iifeful to it. In effect, it very much con- 
cerns thffr I'erfons, whofe Curiofity, or Bufinefs Jhall oblige .hem to 
live in iitcji fixes, where the Holy Office exercifeth its Jurifdtllton, 

that they he informed of what they ought to avoid or do, that they may 

not

C H A P. I. 

Motives nohich induced tne to puhlijh this Reh^tion, 

A L L the World knows ifi general what the Inquifition is, and 
and that it is cftabliOied in certain places, as ltdy, Spain and 
TormaL and moft of the Countrys which depend upon them, 
and that the Judges which polTefs it, cxcrcifc with much fcvc- 
ritv upon the people fubjeft to them, a Judicature unheard of to other 
Tribunals. It is moreover known, that this Rigour is not every 
where equal, for the Inquifition of Spain is more fevere than that of 
Italy y and lefs fevere than that of Tortugaly and the States depending 

^The Maxims of this unheard of Judicature may be fourid in printed 
books, the examination ofthofe Maxims, and the effeds ot them jn i- 
verfeoccafions; but I know none who hath given V 

to tell us what paffeth in the rcceUes of this Tribunal. The Officers of 
this Judicature are too much intercefled in its confervation for to ditco- 
ver the fecrets of it, and as for thofe who have had to do with thefe 
Magiftrates, and their inferiour Officers, are informed of there

lions, which they cell ABsof Faiths arc hcre*fefs frequent ; and that 
there is a greater ignorance in the Indies than in Pertugal. We fee never- 
thelefs by the Relation which the Gazette of France gireth the 12th 
of Augufi, 1680. that the fame Spirit, the fame Rules, an^ the fame 
Rigour, reign in all the Executions of the Inquifition in all thefc Coun- 
tries ; forafrnuch as there is even in the relation of the Gazette, circum- 
ftances much more terrible than thofe of the Aft of Faith, which I 
underwent. 


CHAP. II. 

The A p par ant caufes of my Imprifonment, 

I Had ftayed at Daman, a Town of the Eafi-Indies polTeft by Porfw- 
guez^e, for to refrefh my felt a little from the fatigues which 1 had 
futfered in my Voyages, and that I might put my felf into a condition 
of continuing my Travels : But in the fame place where I had hoped 
to have found relt, 1 found the beginning of much greater troubles, than 
all thofe which I had hitherto experienced. The true caufe of all the 
Pcrfecutions which the Minifters of the Inquifition made me endure, was 
an ill-grounded jealoufieof the Governour of Daman. It is not hard to 
judge that this reafbn was never alledged in my proceft : Yet for to 
fatisfie the pafTion of this Governour they made u(e of divers pretexts ; 
and they found at laft the means of feizing me, and removing me from 
the Indies, where perhaps otherwife I had palfed the reft of my days. 

It muft be acknowledged, that altho thefe pretexts, of which they 
made ufe, were very weak for perfons inftruded in the Faith, or in 
Law; they were nevethelefstoo fufficient forflich perfons as the Por- 
tugueze arc, in refped of their prejudices and maxims. Infomuch as up- 
on this account 1 thought them my felf fo plaufible, that 1 difeovered 
not the true rcafbns of my detainment, but in the fequel of the affair. 

The firft oceafion which 1 gave to my Enemies, to make ufe of the 
Inquifition to deftroy me, was a difeourfe which I had with an Indian 
Monk, a Divine, of the Order of St. Dominick. Blit before I proceed 
any farther, 1 muft premife, that altho my manners have not always 
been conformable to the Holinels of that Religion wherein I was Bap- 
tized, I have yet been always ftrongly addided to the Religion of my 
Forefathers, I mean to that of the Catholick, Apoftolick and Roman 
Church ; and that God hath given tome moreaffedions tothe inftrudi- 

ons which are received in it, than the greateft part ofChriftians ordi- 
narily 
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ntrily have. Confequentry I have always taken pleafure both to hear 
and read ; And I never read any thing with fb much diligence, as t. he 
Holy Scriptures, as well of the Old, as of the New Tcftament, 
which 1 commonly carry about with me. I had allb taken care not to 
be Ignorant of the School Divinity ; becaufe in long Travels thereis a 
neceflity of continual converfation with all (brts of People ; among 
whom may be found (bme of all Religions and Softs : And 1 freely dif- 
puted with Hereticks and Schifmaticks whom I found in my way . I 
carried with me Books fit for this purpofe, and among others, an Abridg- 
ment of Divinity, writ by Father Don Peter de St. Jofeph Femllant ; and I 
was fufficiently inftruded by difeourfe, and reading during my great 
leifure at Sea , and ftay which I made in divers plapes of the Indies, I 
thought my felf thenin a condition of converfing, or even difputing with 
profeft Divines, and I fell very Innocently into the Snare in talking with 

tnis Monk. « , . 

1 lodged with ihe Dominicans, bccaufe ofthofe earneft defires which 
they had made to me ; and I lived with them with much kindnefs and 
familiarity. 1 had ferved them alfo upon diverfe occafions in acknowledg- 
ment of the honour wliich they did me in defiring my company, and in 
return of the friendihip which they teftified to me. We were ofttimes 
in dilpute, and that which I had with the aforefaid Monk, was concern- 
ing the effeds of Baptifm ; We both agreed in the three Species of Bap- 
tifm, which the Catholick Church acknowledgeth, and it was only in 
way of difeourfe, not for that I doubted of it, that I would deny the 
ctfeft of that Baptilm, which they call Plaminis ; and for to maintain my 
opinion, I alledged that pafTage, Whofoever is not horn again of Water 
anddf the Holy Ghojt, S?c. ^xverthelefs I had fcarce ended my difeourfe, 
bu> the good Father retired himfelf without anfwering one word, as if 
he had fomc prefling bufmefs; aad went, according to all appearance, 
to inform againft me to the Commiflary of the Holy Office. 1 afterwards 
difeourfed fevcral times with this fame Monk ; and as he teftified no 
coldnefs towards me, I was far from believing he had done to me Co bad 
an Office. 

I was oftentimes prefent in the Alfemblies, where they carry about 
little Trunks, upon which is painted the Image of the Blefled Virgin, or 
that of fomc otlier Saint. The Portegueze are wont to kifs the Image 
which is upon this Trunk ; and thofe who have devotion to thefe Con- 
fraternities, put their Alms into thefe Boxes. Here it is free to give any 
thing or not ; but none can omit kifllng the Image without giving foan- 
dal to the company. I was not then above 24 years old, and I had not 
all the Prudence requifite to a perfon who liveth among Strangers, to 
whofc Cuftoms it is fit to conform as much as may be 5 and as I was not 

then 


then ufed to thefe forts of Ceremonies, I refufed ofttimes to take and kifs 
thefe Boxes ; from whence they rathly inferred, that 1 contemned the 
Images, and confequcntly that I was an Heretick. 

1 was with a Portuguez,e Gentleman, on a time when he was about to 
let his Tick Son blood : I faw that this young man had in his Bed the 
Image of the H. Virgin made of Ivory ; as he loved this Image extreme- 
ly, he kilfed it often, and addrelfed his fpeech to it. This way of ho- 
noWmg Images is very ordinary among the Portuguez,c'\ and it /created 
fome reluctance in me, becaufc in effeft the Hcreticks interpreting it ill, 
this hinders them as much as any thing from returning to the Church. 

I faid then to this young man, that if he did not take heed, his Blood 
would fly upon the Image ; and he anfwered me, That he could not 
find in his heart to lay it By ; I reprefented to him that this would hin- 
der the Operation : Then he reproached me that the French were Here- 
ticks and that they adored not Images : To which I anTvered, That I 
believed we ought to honour them, and that if it were permitted to ufe 
the word Adore, yet this ought only to be in refpeCt of our Lord Jefus' 
Chrift • in which cafe alfo it were neceflary, that this Adoration fiiouid 
be referred to Tefus Chrift reprefented by thefe Images : and for this I 
cited the Council of Trent, Seflion 27 . It happened about the fame time 
that one of my Neighbours coming to vifit me, av^d feeing a Crucifix 
uDon mv Pillow, faid to me, Monfieur, remember to cover this Image 
if bv chance you take any Woman into Bed to you, and to take heed of 
it How is it, faid I, that you imagine by this mean to hide your felf 
f^mthe eyes of God.? Are you of the mind of thofe debauched Wo- 
men which are among you, who after they have Ihut their Chaplets 
and Boxes of Reliques, believe they may without any enme abandon 
themfelves to all excefs : Go Monfieur, have more noble thoughts of 
the Deity ; and think not that a little Lumen can hide our fins fronn the 
eves ©fGod, whofeeth even the fecrets of our heart. In fine, 
tL Crucifix, but a piece of Ivory .? We ftopt there, and my Neighbour 
having withdrawn, acquitted himfelf very well of his pretended duty m 
going^o accufe me to the Commiflary of the Inquifition For it is to be 
knoln that all perfons living in Countrys fubjed to the jurifdidion ot 
theToiy Office, Le obliged under pain of the peater Exco^^^^^ 
nn referved to the grand Inquifitour, to declare within the fpace ^ 
thirty days, all which they have feen to be done, or heard to be fpn . 
tnnrhing the cafes of which that Tribunal takes Cognizance. And be- 
caufeSy this puniihment. or doubt whether they 

f incurred it 'for to oblige people to obey thisOrder pundu- 

alTy the SuS wm: dtatthofeiho fail in making this Declarauo 
time limited by their Conftitutions, (hall be efteemed GutUy,

and confequently puniflicd, as if thcmfelves liad committed the Crimea 
which they did not reveal: which caufeth that in the matter of the Inqui- 
fiiion, Fricjids betray Friends, Fathers their Children, and that Children, 
by an indifcrcet Zeal, forget all the refpedt which God and Nature 
oblige them to bear to thofe who gave them life 

The obftinacy which J fhewed in refuting toVcar a Chaplet about 
rny Ncek, contributed no lets to make them bHieve I was an Heretick 
than my refu.al to kifs the Images ; but that which fervqd above all the 

impn ronment,and my condemnation, was, that be- 
ing prelfed lu company, where a difcourfe was raifed concerning tl e lumce 

injulticc , that men judging not but according to appearances which 
arc 00 often deceitful, were fubjed: to make very unequitable iuda 
ments ; and that God alone knowing things as they are here 7 s none 
but God who can truly be call’d juft. One of thofe before whom I fpaTe 
took up, and told me, that generally (peaking what I advance^ was 
true, that neverthelefs there was this diftinaion to be made that if true 
Juftice were not to be found in France, they had this advantage Love 
us tnat among them might be bound a TribLal whofe decrees^ were no 
lefs juft and no lels infallible than thofe of Jefus Chrift j then un

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CHAP. III. 

Of the which / made to the Commiffary of the Inquifitkn to 
Accufe my felf and ask Advice of him. 

*V ■y Otwitftanding the inviolable fecrecy which the Inquifition cxadeth 
Jl by Oath ofall thofe who approach her Tribunals, I failed not to 
have I'bme notice of the depofitions which were made againft nie. The 
apprehenfion of falling into the hands of the Holy Office made me go 
to find out the Commiffary, from whom I hoped for Counfcl andPro- 
tedion, becaufe I had been recommended to him by Perforts, who de- 
ferved that confideration fhould be had of them; andfor that all the 
time I had been at Daman he had always affeded to-be' accounted one of 
my friends. I therefore fairly related to him how things had paffed; 
and praying him to inftrueft me in what manner I (hould behave my 
felf for the future, affuring him that as 1 had never any ill defign, 
fo I was ready to amend my felf, and even to recant, if he fhould 
judge that I had advanced any thing which was not convenient. 
This Father affured me that my proceeding had given Scandal to many 
People, that he was fatisfied that my intention had not been ill, and 
that there was nothing in all which 1 had laid abfolutely Criminal, that 
never thelefs he advifbd me to accommodate my felf a little to the 
fafhion of the people, and not to fpeak fo freely of thefe forts of mat- 
ters, and above all of Images, which I had often ^id ought not to b« 
adored, which I had endeavoured to prove by Citations out of the 
Scriptures and the Fathers. That the people were in truth in fbme light 
Errours, which paffed for a true devotion ; but that it was not for me 
to undertake to corredl and reform them, 

I thanked the Commiffary for the good advice which he had given me, 
and returned very well fatisfied : Forafmuch as I knew that having 
aecufed my felf before I was arrefted, I could not according to the 
Laws of the InquilTtion be any more accufed. I was bcfidcs very well 
fatisfied of the Juftiie and integrity of this Commiffary, becaufe that 
having not found me guilty, he had given me all ncceffary advice for 
my future conduct with fo much prudence : Infbmuch as I could not any 
longer entertain the leaft fhadow of Sulpicion againft my felf

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C H A P. I V. 

Containing the true caufes of my Imprifonment^ and how they Anefl- 
ed me. 

A Lthough all which I have laid down in the foregoing Chapters, was 
more than fuflicient for to dehroy me, according to the Maxims 
’ of the Inquifition, and the Cuftom of the Country ; yet things had not 

gone on fo far, or fo haftily, if the Governour of Daman, called Manuel 
Hurtado de Mendoza had not been incited with that jealoufie which 1 be- 
fore mentioned; which he dilfembled fo well, that he fcemed to be one 
of my beft friends, yet underhand he vigoroufly follicited the Commilfa- 
ry of the Holy Office to write to Goa to the Inquifitors for to inform 
them of the difcourfc which I had held, refolvingnot to lofe the occa- 
fion which 1 had unadvifedly given him, of making fure of me, and re- 
moving me from for ever, 'fhe reafon of the jealoufie of this 

1 Governour, was the frequent but innocent Vifits which I paid to a Lady 

whom he loved, and of whom he was but too much enamoured, that 
which I then was ignorant of ; and as he judged upon feeble appearances, 
he apprehended that I was more loved by her than himfelf. 

A certain Black Frier, Secretary of the H. Office, lodged over againft 
this Lady, he had for her no lefs ftrong a palTion than the Governour, 
and had follicited her to fatiffie his infamous defines, even in the Tri- 
bunals of Pennance, as the Lady her felf allured me. This Prieft ob- 
ferving me, became as jealous as the Governour, and although till then 
he had been one of my friends, and that I had alfo done him very im- 
portant fervices, he ceafed not to joyn himfelf to Manuel Hurtado to op- 
prefs me. 

Thefe two Rivals thus united, preflfed the Commiflary fo vigoroufly, 
that upon the advice which he lent at their foUicitation to Goa, he recei- 
ved order from the Inquifition to arreft me, which was performed the 
evening of the 24th of Augujl, 1673. as I was returning from vifitinga 
Lady of great worth, called Senora dona Francifea Pereira, Wife of one 
of the chief Gentlemen of the Town, Called Manuel Peixote de Gama. 
This Lady was about 60 years old, (he thought her felf obliged to me 
for the life of her eldeft Daughter, and of her Grand- daughter. And in 
truth, I had been fo happy as not to be unforviceable to her. The eldeft 
had fallen fick in the abfence of her Mother, and the Impudence of an 
Phyfician had reduced her to the laft extremity. When I was 
called, I took in hand this fick Perfon and cured her ; the Mother being 

returned,

returned, and ravlfhed with joy for the cure of her beloved Daughter : 
her Grand-daughter, who was yet more dear to her, fell alio fick, and 
that more dangeroufly than her Aunt ; ncverthelefs, I was not called at 
firft for to fee this young Patient, nor had they any recourfe to me till 
her life was in a defperate condition, 1 found her in a very violent Fever, 
and although (he was at the point of falling into a Phrenzy, the Indian 
Phyfician, far from thinking of letting her blood, had covered her head 
with Pepper, which I caufed firft to be taken off, and undertaking the 
cure, fucceeded very well, infbmuch as my Patient recovered in a few 
days a perfect health. From that time this Lady Peeking occafions of 
demonftrating her gratitude loaded me with Prefents, and defiring that 
I would lodge near her ; (he had given me ao Houfe over againft her 
own. This was the fame day which I before montioned, wherein (he 
had given me this Houfe, and I departed from this fo generous a Lady 
to return in the evening to my own Lodgings ; when the Criminal Judge 
of the Town, called in Tortugueze^ Ou^idor de Crimea came upon me, and 
commanded me to follow him into Prifon ; whither I was carried with- 
out being able to obtain of him by what order he did this, till I was 
(hut up in Prifon. 

How great foever my furprifo was, when the Judge arrefted me , 
yet as I was confoious of my own innocence, but above all becaufo I 
imagined that I was feized upon fome flight occafion ; I hoped, with 
fufficient probability, that Manual Burt ado, who had always profelTed 
much friendfhip towards me, would not permit that I fhould ftay fo 
much as one night in Prifon. But when he who carried me thither told 
me, that it was by order of the Inquifition, my aftonifhment was fo 
great, that I remained for fome time immovable ; at laft, having a little 
recollected my felf, I defircd to fpeak with the Commiflary, but to 
heighten my misfortune, they told me, that he had parted that very 
day for Goa ; fo that there remained to me no other comfort, than the 
hope which every one gave me, that I fhould be very fhortly fot at 
liberty ; becaufe the jufticc of the H. Office was not only equitable, but 
inclined very much to mercy, efpecially towards thofe who acknow- 
ledged their fault betimes, without being a long while follicited to 

All thefo fine words hindred not my unhappinefs from becoming very 
fonfible to me ; and the fight of my friends, who failed not to come 
and comfort me, far from comforting, ferved only rnorc extremely to 
afflid me, by the comparilbn which I made of their condidon to my 
own. As I had no Enemies but hidden ones, they eafily mixed them - 
felves among my beft friends : The Governour and the BlacK Frier, 

who defired nothing fo much as my removal, knew admirably well

The charitable care which Dona Francifea took of me all the time 

that I ftay’d Prifoner at Daman^ rendred my Captivity a little more 
fupportable. This generous Lady contented not herfelf to fetid me 
what was neceffiary, but I received every day from her wherewith to 
nourifh abundantly and delicately four perfons. She herfelf took the 
trouble of dreffing my meat, and always fent along with the Slave, who 
brought the meat, tome of her Grand-Children, who might fee rne re- 
ceive it ; fearing left any one ffiould fuborn her Domefticks or the Jaylor 
: to poifon me. And altho (he could not come in perfon to comfort me 
in the Prifon, (he took care that her Husband,, her Children, and her 

Sons-in-Law (hould come every day. ^ . j r u 

It was not fo with the other Prifoners ; there is no regulated (ub- 
fiftancefor them at Daman \ tlie Magiftrates leave them to the Charity 
of whofoever have a mind to relieve them: And as there were in the 
whole Town but two perfons, who Lent them Meat duly twice a Week ; 
the greateft part of the Prifoners receiving nothing upon other days, 
were reduced tofo deplorable a milery, that this contributed not a 
little to imagine mine the greater I gave all that I could (pare from my 
own (ubfiftance, yet there were fomc of thofe unhyipy PJ^^^^ns, who 
were feparated from us but by a Wall, who were forced by hunger o 
live upon their own Excrements. Upon this occafion I learned that lome 
years before about Fifty MalaUr Pirates being taken and (hut up m this 
Lorn, the horrible Famine which they fuffered, caft more than forty of 
them into fuch a defpair that they ftrangled themfelves with ^^«^nen ^ 
their Turbants. The extremity which thofe poor people ^^dured tha 
were with me^ created much compaffion in me, which induced nie to 
write to the Governour, and to the Chief Men of the Town, w ^ 
ter that were fo charitable as to fend maintenance to taefo 
Vidims of the H. Office.

1 was, for having naarried a feeond Wife a month fince at Daman. 

- My generous Protedtrefs underftanding that I was to be removed to 
Goa, failed not to prepare provifions for me, which might have futfered 
for a much longer Voyage than what I was to perform. At laft, part of 
the Fleet being returned from the Gommiifary fent Irons and 

Chains for to put upon the feet of all thofe who were to be carried to 
Goa. The Negroes were chained two .and two, except fome which 
were fo wafted with famine endured in the Prifons, that they were forced 
in embarquing them to leave them the liberty of their Feet, which^yct 
they were not in any condition to make ufe of. As for the Portuguese 
and me, they did us the honour for to afford us feparate Irons. The 
Commillary had alfb the Civility to tell me, that he left me the choice 
of two Chains, which were deftined for his fellow Country-man and my 
felf, and to make ufe of nis civility, I chofc the moft convenient, al- 
though the heavier Chain. I went out of Prifon with the reft on thelaft: 
of December, and was carried in a Pelangvin with the Irons on my feet, 
to the bank of the River, where I found diverfe of my friends met toge- 
ther, whom 1 had the liberty to embrace, and bid farcwel to them. The 
Governour who was prefent, omitted nothing whereby he might per- 
fwade me of the forrow which he took in my misfortune ; and made a 
thoufand counterfeit Prayers for my fpeedy deliverance and happy re- 
turn. The fight of my friends and their tears, forved only to augment 
rny grief; but nothing was more grievous to me than the denial of taking 
leave of my Benefadrefs, whom I would have thanked for all her chari- 
table car e which (he had*taken of me ; at laft after many melancholy 
complements they put me into a Boat, and I was carried into one of the 
Galliots of this little Fleet, which expeded only the Orders of their 
General for to weigh her Anchors. 


CHAP. VIL 

Departure from Daman. We pafs to Bacaim, and flay there. Our 
Arrival at Goa. 

i 

A Lthough one great part of the'Galliots and Barques were not yet 
arrived from Diu and Comhaia, the General, Lewis de Mello, (pealed 
not to give the fignal of departure to thofe which were then at Daman. 
From wlience we parted the firft day of the year 1674. with a dcfigti 
to go to Bacaim ; to wait there till the reft of the Fleet Ihould joyn us, 

- -- E . as - 
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as the wiad was favourable, and that we had not above to’ Leagues 
Sail, we arrived there on the morrow, and had no fooner let down our 
Anchors, but all the Prifoners were immediately Landed, and carried 
into the Prifons of that Town to be kept there all the while the Ships 
fhould remain in the Haven. I was carried thither with the reft. Oric 
of my friends, who had been fettled a while fince at Bacainty having in 
vain endeavoured to obtain leave to fee me, allured me by a Letter that 
he had allb much difficulty to. let me know the part which he took in- my 
misfortune. 

The Prifbn of Bacamxs lefs rafty, and larger than that of Damatty we 
found there a good number of companions in mifery ; whom the Father 
Gommilfary of tlie Inquifition in that Town had detained Prifoners a long 
time, waiting for a fit occafion to fend them to Goa. They were aU 
Chained as we were. They put us aboard the ']th of the fame Month, 
and all the Fleet being met together, and fufficiently provided with all 
things neceflary, we weighed Anchors, and made Sail the next day. 

There happned nothing remarkable to us during the reft of the Voyage. 
We Sailed always in fight of Land ; And the Wind being pretty favoura*- 
ble to us, we arrived on the fourteceth at the Bar of Goa. Our Captain 
having immediately given advice to.thc Inquifitors, we landed the next 
day, and were carried to the Inquifition. But becaufe there was no 
audience on that day, one of the Officers of the Houfe caufed us to be 
carried into the ordinary Prifon ; that is, into- the Prifbn of the Arch- 
biffiop of Goa : This Prifon is called in Portuguez^ey al Jouvat. I entred 
one of the firft, and faw all our unfortunate companions arrive by de- 
grees, and meet together, after their difperfiGfn during the Voyage. 

This Prifon is the mofl: rafty, the moft dark, and the moll horrible 
of all which I ever faw ; and I doubt whether a more nafty and horri- 
ble Prifon can any where be found. Jt is a kind of Cave, wherein there 
is no day feen but by a very little paflTage ; the moft fubtile rays of the 
Fun cannot enter into it, and there is ncyer any true light in it. The 
ftink of it is extreme ; for • there is no other place for the neceffities of 
the Prifoners, than a dry* Pit upon the floor, in the middle of the Cave, 
which a man dare fcarce approach, infbmuch as part of the ordure re- 
mained upon' the fide of the Pit, and the great eft part of the Prifbncfs 
went not fo far, but eafed themfelvcs round about it. When night 
came, I durft not venture to lay my felf down, as fearing the Vermin, 
whereof the Prifbn was full, anffithe 6rdures, wherewith it was fcat- 
tcred all over, but was forced to pafs away the night, leaning againft 
. a Wall'. Nevevthelefs, as horrible as this dwelling was, I fhould have 
preferred it to the private and lightfome Chambers of the Holy Inquifi- 
Jition ; bccaufe there was company a-nd co.'iyerfation to be had in the 
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al jouvar, whereas I was informed there was none m the Pnlons of 
the Holy Office. 


CHAP. VIII. 

How I was conduced to the hquifitmy and what is done to them

' • Vefcription of the Jn^uifition of Goa. 

T H E Houfe of the Inquifition, which the Voriuguez^e call Santa Caft^ 
that is, the Holy Hoiife, is fcituated on one fide of the great fpace 
which is before the Cathedral Church Dedicated to St. Catherine. - This 
Houfe is great and magnificent, having in its front 3 Gates, that in the 
middle is larger than the other, and it is by this that they afeend into 
the great Stair-cafe which leadeth into the Hall before mentioned. The 
Gates on the fides lead to the apartments of the Inquifitors, of which eve- 
ry one is large enough to lodge a reafonable train. There is within it 
diverfe other apartments for the Officers of .the Houfe ; and in palTing 
farther may be feen a large Building divided into diverfe Lodgings, in 
two Stories feparated the one from the other by Back-courts. There 
is in every Stage a Gallery, one ten foot fquare ; and the number of. 
thefe Chambers may be in all two hundred. , , . , . 

The little Cells of one of thefe Dormitories are dark, without any 
Window lower and lelferthan the others ; and they fhew’d me them one 
day when I complained that I was treated with too much rigour, to let 
me know that I might have been worfe provided than I was.- The 
others are fquare, vaulted, whited, private, and en^ightned by means 
nf a little grate Window, which ffiuttethnot ; and to which the tallclt 
man cannot reach. • The Walls are throughout y foot -thick ; every 
rhamber is ffiut with two doors, the one on the infide, and the other on 
the outfide of 4;he Wall ; that within confifts of two folding leave?, is 
ftrong well bolted, and opened from the lower part like a grate. It 
hath in the upperpart a little Window, by which the Prifoners receive 
their Meat their Tinnen, qnd other things whereof they have need, and 
wLh can pafs through it This Window hath .a little ffiutter to it, 
which is ffiut with two ftrong bolts. 'The door which is on the outfide 
of the Wall, is not fo ftrong nor fo thick as the other, but is whole, and 
without any Window : they leave that ordinarily open from fix in the 
mltag toeWen, that thU'ind may, enter in by the Clefts ot the 
Other door, and fo the air of the Chamber may be punhed.

T Hey give to ever}^ one of thofc, whom their unhappinefs leads into * 
thefe Holy Prifbns, an Earthen Pot full of Water to wafh them.- 
felves ; another more convenient of thofe which are called Gurgi4letay 
alfo full of Water to drink, with a Pucaro or Cup made of a kind of 
fine earth, which is commonly found in the Indies, and which cooleth the 
Water admirably well, after it hath ftood in it for fome while. They 
give them alfoa Broom to, keep their Chamber clean ; a Mat to fpread 
upon the floor where they lye ; a great Baton which is changed everv ' 
four days, and a pot to cover it ; which ferveth alfo to put the filth in 
which is fwept up. The Pritbners are there > pretty well treated, they 
have three Meals in a day, that is, Breakfaft at fix a Clock of the morn- 
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Thofe who die within thefe Prifons, are buried in the houfe without 
any ceremony. And if they are judged worthy of death according to 
the maxims of this Tribunal ; they are digged up, and their bones are 
iept to be burnt at the next AB of Faith. 1 will relate in another place 
the particularities of this Ceremony. 

As it .is always very hot in the Indies, and in the Inquifition no Rooks 
are allowe^d to any perion, the Prifoners never fee any fire, nor other 
light than that of the day. There is in every Cell two Couches to lye 
upon, becaufe when neceflity re^uireth it, they (hut up two perfons 
together. Befides the Matt which is given to every one,, the White Men ^ 
have moreover a Coverlet, which ferveth inftead of a Matt, there be- 
ing no’ need of it to cover thcmfelves, iinlefs it be to avoid the perfccu- 
tion of thofe Flies, which are called Goufins, and arc there in very* 
great numbers, and which caufe one of the greateft inconVeniencies, 
that is to be found in this melancholy retirement. 


CHAP. XL 

« 

Wherein is treated of the Oncers of the Intiuifition. 

T Here is at Goa two Inquifitors. The firft whom they tall In^nifi^ 
dor mor, or the great Inquifitor, is always a Se^hr Prieft, and 
the fecond a Religious, of the Order of St. Dominick. The Holy O cc 
hath alfo Officers, whom they call Deputies of the Holy Office) ^hefe are 
in greater number. There isofall Religious Orders : T.ey a 1 a 
the Trial of the accufed perfons, at their cxai^nation and forming of 
their Procefs ; but they never come into the Tribunal without being

There are others, whom they call Cahficadores of the Holy Office, to

There is moreover a Promoter, a Procurator, Adv^tes to the 
Prifoners who defirc them, who ferve not fo muc ° , 

to pump out their moft fecret thoughts and to betiay hem And even 
althou^i there (hould be no reafon to doubt ofthej hdelity, si P 
fedtion would yet be wholly unufeful td the

perfons whom they fend to give an account of thefe Conferences. ^ i e 




< inqiirfition hath other Officers, whom they call TamfUars of the Holy Of- 
fice^ who are propw'Iy the Sergeants of this Tribunal. Perfons of all 
conditions arc ambitious to be admitted into this noble fundion^ altho 
they be Dukes • or Princes. They employ them to go aftd arreft accufed 
.perfons ; and they are wont ordinarily to fend a Familiar of Quality for 
him whom they would apprehend. Thefe Officers have no wages,, and 
they efteem it fufficient recompence to have the honour to ferve fb holy 
a Tribunal. They carry always as a mark of Honour, a Medal of 
Ucild, upon which are engraved the Arms of the Holy Office. They 
go alone when they intend to arreft dny one ; and as fbon as they have 
declared to any perfbn that they are called by the Inquifitors, every 
•?ne is obliged to follow thorn without replying ; for if any one'ffiould 
in the leaft refift, the whole multitude of people would not fail to lend 
their alfiftauce for the execution of the Orders of the Holy Office. Be- 
fides all thefeOfficers, there are alfb Secretaries, true Sergeants, whom 
they call Meirinhos^ an Alcaide or Jay lor, and ^guards to watch over the 
Prifoners, andj^ring them their meat, with other things neceflary..

A S all the Prifoners are feparated, and that itTeldom happens that 
two are put together, four perfons are more than fufficient to guard 
two hundred. They caufe a perpetual filerice to be in the Inquifition ; 
and thofe who would lament themfelves, weep, or even pray to' God 
too loud, put themfelves in danger of receiving blows, with a Switch 
fiom the Guards who at the leaft noife which they hear, run to the 
place .whence it cometh to give them notice to be filent ; and if Obedi- 
ence be wanting to the fecond command, they open the Doors, and 
beat the Prifoners witfiout mercy ; which ferveth not only to correct 
tnofc which they chaftize in this manner, but alfb to terrifie the reft, 
who all hear the cries and the blows, by rcafonof the profound filence ' 
which IS obferved every where. The Alcaide and fjie Guards are con- 
tinually in the Galleries, and they lye there all night,,# 

^ Secretary and an Interpreter' 
vifiteth all the Prifoners from two to two months, or thereabouts, for to 
ask themif they want any thing; whether their Meat be brouglu to 
em at the preftribed hours, and whether they hUye not any complaints 

to 
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to make againft the Officers which are about them. As foon as anfwer 
is made upon thefe 3 Articles they immediately (hut the door. In truth, 
thefe Vifits are made only to let forth chat Juftice and C^oodnefs whereof 
they make Oftentation in this 'fribunalj but produce not the leaft profit 
or alTiftance to the Pritbners who make their Complaints, fince they are 
not at all the more kindly treated. Thole among the Prifbners who 
pofiefs any proper Goods, are no whit better treated than thole who 
have none ; and they furnifh tothelaft necefiaries from what is confilca- 
ted from the others. For the Holy Office very feldom fails to confif- 
cate all the Goods, moveable and immoveable, of thofe who have the 
misfortune to fall into their hands. 


CHAP. XIII. 

Of the formalities which are ohferved in the Inquifition. 

T X7*Idcn any perfbn is brought before the Inquifition, they firft of all 
VV ask him his Name, his ProfefTion, or his Quality ; then they ex- 
hort him to give an exacft account of all his Goods ; and to induce him 
the more call ly to it, they fignifie to him on the part ofjefus Chrilt, 
that if he be innocent, all which he (hall have declared to be his, fliall be 
faithfully reftored to him ; and that on the contrary, even although his 
innocence fhould be clearly proved, all which could be afterwards dif- 
covered to belong to him, which he had not acknowledged, fliould re- 
main confifcated, and be loll to him; And becaule almoft all perfons 
are prepolfelfed with an Opinion of the Holinefs and Integrity of this 
Tribunal ; a pcrlbn to whom his own Confcience reproacheth not any 
Crime, not doubting but that his innocence will be demonftrated, and 
that confequently his liberty will be reftored to him, maketh no fcruple 
to reveal to thefe Inquifitors whatfbever is moft fecret, and of greateft 
importance, within his Affairs and whole Family. 

It is not without Pome apparant realbn that the Publick is prepoftefled 
in favour of this Tribunal; for to confidcr only the external part of it, 
there is no Judicature in the World wherein Juftice is exercifed with 
greater Sweetnefs and Charity. Thofe who accufe themfclvesof their 
own accord, and who teftifie their Repen’ance before they are appre- 
hended, remain free, and are not liable to be Imprilbned ; it is true, that 
they there look upon flich as Criminals, who accufe not themfelves be- 
fore their Imprilbnment, and that they condemn them as fuch : But they 
never punifh any perfbn with any temporal punifhment which proceed- 

G cih 
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eth to Death, except thofe who are manifeftly Convided. They are. 
not contented there with two or three Witnefles, as in other Latck Judi- 
catures for to look upon an accufed perfon as a Convicted Criminal 
and although two Witnen[e%ruffice to decree the apprehenfion of *any 
man it is required that there be, at leaft, teven to condemn him. How 
enormous foever the Crime be, whereof the accufed perfon is a reputed 
Convitt, the Holy Office content it felf with the Ecclefiaftical punith- 
ment of Excommunieaiion, and the Confifeation of his Goods. And in 
refped of Temporal and Corporal punifhments, for which the Criminal 
is owing to the Latck jufticc,‘ if he ackriowlcdgeth his Crime, he is quit- 
ted for that time .* The Holy Office intercedes for him, fufpends the Se^ 
cular Arm and obtaineth pardon for the Criminal. Neither are there 
anv exhortations, or inftances, which they will not make to produce this 
acknowledgment ] it is true, that if he relapleth into his Crime, the 
Inquifition cannot any longer fave him, but (he abandons him unwil- 
lingly and delivers IVim not to the Secular Arm, till after fhe hath ob- 
tained Of the Lay Judges, that it' they perfilt in their refolutions of pu- 
niOiing the rclapfed Criminal with Death, it (hall be, at lead, without 
cifufionof blood ; what gentlenefs is . this ? 

But after having fald all which can be alledged in favour of the Holy . 
Office, we muft add fome Circumftances, which will manifeft what is 
to be expeded from this apparant goodnefs and charity. The Witnefles 
are never confronted ; they receive for Witnefles all forts of perfons, 
even thofe who are intereffed in the life and condemnation of the accufed 
perfon. They never admit any. objection to be made by the accufed 
againft Witneffes the moft notorioufly unworthy of being heard, and 
moft uncapable of depofmg againfl him. The number of thefc Wit- 
nefles is ofttimes reduced to five ; they comprehend' in the number of 
thefe Witnefles the pretended Complices, who depofc only in time of 
torture, and who can fave their lives no other wife than by confefling, 
that which they never did. And in this number of feven, the pretended. > 
guilty perfon is comprehended, who confefling in torture the crime 
which he never committed, is reputed a Witnefs againft himfelf. Of- 
tentimes, alfo, this number of feven is reduced to none, becaufe it is 
compofed only of pretended Complices, who are truly innocent of th& 
crime which they impofe upon them ; and whom the Inquifition renders 
truly criminal, in forcing them either by threats of fire, or by torture, 
to accufe the innocent to fave their own lives. For to underhand well 
this Myftery, we are to know, that among the mines which the Inqui- 
fition hath right to take cognizance of, there are fome which may be 
committed in that manner, that one alone is guilty, as Blafphemy, Imr 
piety, ^c. There are others which cannot be committed without ha- 
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vlng at leaflr one Complice , as Sodomy. And laftly, th ere are others 
which cannot be committed without having diveric Complices ; as to 
have aflhted at the ym# Sabbath, or to have partaken in tho.e Supa'- 
ftitious Affemblies, which the Converted Idolaters have (o much diffi- 
culty to quit, and which they treat as Magick and Sorcery; ^ecaihe 
they are iield to difeoVer fecret, things, or for to know future Events, by 
methods which do not naturally lead to fuch knowledge. ^ 

It ‘is particularly in refped, and upon occafion ofthefe Crimes , which 
cannot be committed but with one or more Complices, that the pro- 
ceedings of the Holy Office are more ftrange and more extraordinary . 
The "fews having been driven out of Spain by Ferdinand King o^ Jrragon, 
^ndlfabelleQucenorCafiile.hh Wife, they fled into Portugal wh^e 

they were reived upon condition of embracing Chriltianity, vvhich they 
ffid aT^aftinappearance, But as the name of i^5 odious througho^ 
the whole World, theyalways diftinguiffied 

the Families of the converted Je}vs ; and th^ at this day call thofe ^ho a 
defeended from them, in any degree whatfoever, Chriflams ^ 

is to fay New Chriftians. And becaufe in procefs of time, fome have 
romraaed alliance with the Ancient Chriftians, they upbraid it conti- 
nually to their Succeflbrs. that they partly New Chrifiu>ns, whje^ the 
Vortmuez^e exprefs, by faying, tem parte de Chnfiam novo. »

taye his'Life. An innocent Man mul^ needs then find himfelf in a great 
perplexity." If he cbntinueth to deny i\\\ Sunday, he' is. cruelly put to 
death the lame day ; and if he accufeth himfelf , he becompth intamous 
and mii’erable for his whole Life.. Neverthelefs, if the Exhortations of 
his-ConfelTor, anti' the' fear of the Punifhment, induce him to confefs 
fh’imes which he never committed, he rouft defire to be carried to Audi- 
ence, which fails not to be immediately granted. Being there in pre- 
fcnce of his Judges, he muft firft declare himfelf Guilty, and then ask 
pardon as well for his Crimes, as his Obftinacy, in refufing fo long to 
confefs them. And as they always imagine, they have reafon to believe 
they accLife themfeltTS fincerely, they oblige him to relate all his faults 
and errours particularly; And fb this innocent man, to whom they 
have already lignified the difpofitions of his enemies, not being able to 
perform what is required of him, is forced to repeat that, which he had 
before heard told to him. This man may then, perhaps, imagine that he 
fliall be wholly quitted ; but there remain things to be done by him in- 
comparably more difficult than all which he hath hitherto done ; for the 
Inquifitors fail not to fpeak to him very near, in this manner. If you 
have been at the Affemblies upon the Sabbath day, as you fay ; and that 
your accufers have been there prefent, as is very probable ;"for to con- 
vince us of the fincerity of your repentance, it is necelfary that you 
name not only thofe who have accufed you, but moreover all thofe 
who have been with you at thefe Aflemblies. 

It isnot eafietodifcover the reafon which induced Mejjlfun the 
Holy Office, to oblige thefe pretended Jews to guefs the Witnelies 
which have accufed them ; unlefs it be that the VVitnefles of affembling 
in the Sabbath are complices of the fadt. . But how fhall this poor inno- 
cent be able to guefs ? And if he fhoUld be guilty, for what end is it that 
. he mufi: name them to the Holy Office, which already knows them, 
fince file hath received their depofition, and that it is only upon account 
of this depofition thatfhe thus treateththe accufed perfon as guilty? In 
all other cafes they permit not that the Criminals fhall know their Wit- 
neffes, againft whom they would have objedions to alledge ; here they 
force them to guefs who they are. They are Complices, I grant it; 
but the Inquifition will not a bit the better know them after the accufed 
, perfon ffiall have named them. If they accufe themfelves voluntarily, 
the Inquifition hathjio m )re to fay to them. If they have been forced 
\ to confefs their crimes in the Prifons of the Inquifition, they are there 
ftill where they were before ;., and it concerns not the Holy Office to 
rnake the accufed perfon guds their names ; himfelf will not become 
thereby the more innocent, nor they the dels guilty. The accuLd

caufe that this man Ihould accafe all his Complices in fceking to guefs 
out his Witnefles. This may ferve for fomewhat if he be truly guilty, 
but if he be not, this neceflity of guefling cannot but involve the inno- 
cents ; and fo it happens, for this poor new Chriftian being forced to 
name people whom he knowsnot, to the Inquifition, who knows them 
('fince without that, the confeflion of a crime, whereof he is innocent,- 
would nothing avail him, to (ave him from the fire.j Reafbns very near 
thus. It muft necelTarily be, that thofe who have accufed me, Ihould 
be of my kindred, of my friends, of my neighbours •, and laftly, fbme 
of the new Chriftians, whofc company I have wont to frequent : For 
the ancient Chriftians are never almoft accufed or fufpe^ted of Judaifm. 
And it may be that thefe perlbns have been reduced to the fame condi- 
tion wherein I am at prefent ; it is neceflfary therefore that I accufe all 
round about me : and as it is not poflible that I fhould guefs punctually, 
and in order, thofe who have depofed againft him, to find out the fix 
or feven perfons who have accufed him, he is neceflarily obliged to 
name a great number of innocent perfons who had never thought of him; 
againft whom, neverthelcfs, himfelf becomes a Witnels by his declarati- 
on, which is ofttimes fufficient to caufe them to be arreltcdi ^nd keep 
them in the Prifons of the Holy Office, till with time they can get feven ^ 
Witneffes againft them, as againft hirn, whom 1 have already fuppofed ; 
which will be fufficient to caufe them to be condemned to the fire. 


CHAP. X V.

I T is eafie to know by what hath been already (aid in the precedent 
Chapter, that thefe miferable Victims of the Inquifition mutually 
accufe one another ; and that a man may by this means be very inno- 
cent, although he hath fifty Witnefles againft him; and yet this man as 
innocent as he is, for want of accufing himfelf, or of guefling well, is de- 
livered to the Executioners as fiifficientlv conviCted : which would never 
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come fufpeaed of Sorcery ; becaufe they are fuppofed to have been pre- 
fent at thofe fupcrftitious aflemblics which I before mentioned And 
here the difficulty of naming their pretended complices and accufers is 
much greater, becaufe they are not as the New Chriftians, to feek their 
witnelTes, and their complices, in a certain Ipeacs of men. But it is ne- 
celfary that they find them at a venture, and inditferently, among that 
whole acquaintance, friends, kindred, enemies, neuters of all 
ons which takes in many more innocents into thele fortuitons and for- 
ced* accufations ; becaufe they mufl: name a greater number, lo to meet 
in this multitude of innocents with the witneffes, concerning whom they 

^^Vhe Goods both ofthofe who are puniffied whh Death, and of thofe 
who avoid it by their confeffion, are equally confifeated ; becaufe they 
are all reputed guilty. And as the Inquifitors denre not fo much their 
Lives as their-Goods, and that according to the Laws of the Tribunal,

oolTible Arts to induce the Prifoners to confefs, not forgetting to rack

of being better treated by their Lords and Makers ; neverthelefs thefe 
(c>rt of faults which in grofsand ignorant Perlbns, would methink de- 
ferve rather the Whip than the Fire, ceafe not to be expiated by this 
cruel punifhment in all thofc who are convidted, according to the max- 
ims of this Tribunal the fccond time, if they confeflfed the fidl time; 
or the firft time, if they perfifted to deny the Fadt. And the Inquiliti- 
on puiVifheth not only Chriftians, who fall, or who are accufed to have 
fallen into the cafes, whereof it hath right to, judge, but alfb Mahome- 
tans, Gentiles, and other Stranges of whatfbever Religion they be, who 
jiaye committed any of thefe Crimes, or who have performed any ex- 
ercife of their Religion in the Countreys fubjedl to the King of Vortu^al. 
For altho the Prince granteth Liberty of Confcience, the Holy Office 
having the Interpretation of this Commiflion, confenteth. indeed that 
Strangers fhould live in their Religion, but puniffieth thofe as guilty 
who perform any exercife of it. And as in the Lands of the Portugueza 
Dominion in the Indies y there are many more Mahometans and Gentiles 
than Chriftians, and that the Inquifition which pUnifheth the relapfedl 
Chriftians with death, never inflidlcth Capital Punifhment upon thofe 
who never received Baptifm, altho..they fhould relapfean hundred times 
into tl|e fame Fault ; and that at the moft they are quitted for Baniffi- 
ment, the Whip, or the Gallies ; this fear of living condemned to the 
Fire hinders many from embracing Chriftianity. And the Holy Office 
far from being ufeful in thefe Countreys to the Propagation of the Faith, 
ferveth for nothing elfe but to drive People from the Church, and create 
in them an abhorrence of it. 

The perpetual Succeflion of Accufations, which neceffarily follow, 
all which 1 have hitherto related, and the liberty which every one ta- 
keth, of freely accufing thofe who are his Enemies, caufeth that the 
Prifon of the Inquifition are never long time empty, and tho the Ads 
of Faith are made at the lateft from two to two, or from three to three 
years, there fail not nevcrthelefs to appear in every one about two 
hundred Prifoners, and fbmetimes more.: . .

C H A P. XVII. 

Some- partjculaj^s concerning the Officers of the Inquifition,

I N all the Countries of the Tortugueze Dominions, there are four In- 
quifitions, to wit, in Portugalthoib of Lisbon^ ConimbrUt and Devd'^ 

I rdf 
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ra and in the Ea(^ Iwlics that of Goa. Thefe Tribunals' are all Su- 
preme, and judge without Appeal all thofc matters which happen with- 
in the extent of ilKdr bounds. I'hat of Goa extendeth its Jurifdiaion 
over all the Countrvs polielfed by ihc King Portugal, beyond the Cape 
of Good Hope. Beftde thefe four 'lYibunals^ there is alfo the great Council 
of the Inqiiifition, wherein prefideth the In^uifitor General ; this Tribunal 
is the chief of all others, and is inff/rmed of all which is done by the 
others. Befide the Honour, the exceflive Authority, and the Penfions 
annexed to the Charges of alL di&- InqUilitcfrs, tlicy draw vthence alfo a 
confiderable profit two wlays. The 1iuit,.thcn when they* cattle the ef- 
fedtsof the Prifoners to be publickly Ihid ; by which means, if there be 
found any thing rare and pteciouBy they need only fend fbme of their 
Domefticks to cheapen it; and it is certain that no body will dare to be 
fo bold as to bid above hin\ : Whence it happens often that things are 
adjudged to him at half of their juft value- 

Thefecondmeauj by which they may yet more confiderably gain, is, 
^hat the price of the conhfeated Goods being brought into the Royal 
Exchequer, they have power to fend orders when they will, and for 
what fumms they pleafe, to fupply the expences and fecret neceffities of 
the Holj ojict ; which is paid to them ready down^ without that^ any 
perfon dare enquire wherein thefe .feGfet ncceflfties COrnfift, infomuch as 
almoft all which comes from thefe conftfeations return to them one way 
or other. 

All the Inquifitors are named by the King, and confirmed by the 
Pope, from whom they receive their Bulls. There is no man at Goa, 
but the Grand Inquifitor, who hath or daimeth the right of being car- 
ried in a Chair. Much greater refped is given to him than either to the 
Arch-bifhop or Viee-Roy ; and the Governours when the Vice-roy is 
dead. His Authority extends over all forts of perfbns, Laick and Ec- 
clefiaftick, except the Arch-bifhop, his Grand Vicar, who is always a 
Bifhop ; the Vice-roy, and the Governours, when the Vice-roy is dead; 
although he can caufe even rhem to beatreftfcd, after he hath given ad- 
vice of his intention to the Court of Portugal, and hath received fecret 
Orders of the fupreme Council of the inejuifitjon «t -Lhhon, railed Cou- 
felho Supremo. This Tribunal afTembleth not but from fifteen to fifteen 
days, unlefs fomewhat extraordinary intervenes, which may oblige 
them to meet more frequently whereas the ordinary Councils are re- 
gularly affembled twice a^day, ^n the fftbrnlng from eight of die Clock 
to eleven, and in the afternoon from two to four, and fometimes later ; 
crpecially when the time's of ibeABsof F^fti6draw near, for then the 
Audiences are oftdmesjplrolonged till ten at night. - * . . - r

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W^en they judge Caufes, befides the Deputies '^hjqh afTilh, the Argh- 
BKhops or Bifliops of the places where thelnquifitiofi is eftablithed, have 
a right to be prefent at the q ribunal, and to prefide therein all the judg- 
rncnrs which are made. But it is- time to return to what particularly 
relates to mv lelf. 


CHAP. XVUI. 

h what manner I was led the firfl time to Audience, and what they 
faid to me. 

T Hey ‘had given me notice when I was firft fhut up. in the Prifons of 
the Holy Office, that whenfoever I fhould have need of any thing, 

1 need only knock foftly at the door to call the Guards, or defire it of 
them at the hours of meals ; and that when I would go to Audience, I 
muff addrcfs my Telf to the Alcaide, who, as well as the Guards, never 
tbake to the Prifoners without a witnets. 1 liey had allb given to me 
hopes as I before faid, that my Liberty fhould immediately follow my^ 
ConfeflTion. For this reafon I ceafed not to importune the Officers that 
1 might be carried before my Judges : But with all thefe tears and en- 
treaties I could not obtain this favour till the laft of Jannary \ 674. 

The Alcaide accompanied with one of the Guards, came to me upoii 
this account, at two of the Clock in the Afternoon, 1 habited my telt 
according to his Diredions, and went out of my Cell, my Head, Ceggs, 
and Feet being naked. The Alcaide went before me and the Guard 
followed me. We marched in this order to the very door of the Cham- 
ber of Audience, where the Alcaide having advanced a little and made a 
profound reverence, ftept back to let me enter alone. I foun^d there^ 
L before the Inqujfitor and the Secretary. I fell down at firft upoi^ 
my knees; but having received order to arife ai^ fit down, 1 feated my 
felf upon a Bench which was at th,e end of the Table on tte ^^me Fide 
with mv ludge. Hear me upon the end of the Table laid a Miffal , 
upon which before we proceeded any farther, they made lay my 
K lSipromift tokeep fecref.e and ft.eak the Troth : whjch two 
baths are exafted of all thofe who approach this Tn^una , whether it 
be for to depofe or to receive any Order. Thjy tjien asked me i ^ 
knew thecal of my imprifonment, and whether I were refolved to 

confers it. To which having anfwCTed that I defire^ J 

recited exaMy aU which 1 before related m the beginning of this Narra- 
tive touching Baptifm, and Images, without faying any thing of wto 
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• I had advanced concerning theJnquifition, becaiifb I did not then remem- 
‘berit. My Judge having farthcrasked me whether I had’ nothing clfc 
to (ay, and being told that this was all which I remembred, far fromre- 
ftoring my Liberty to me, as I had hoped, finifhed this Audience with 
thefe very words. 

That I had done very wifely in accufing my (elf (b willingly, and 
that he exhorted me on the part of our Lord Jefus Chrid:, fully tocon^ 
fefs the reft of my Accufations, to the end that I might make proof of 
the Goodnefs and Mercy which are ufed in this Tribunal, towards 
ihofe who (hew a true repentance of their Crimes, by a fincere and un- 
forced confeflion. ' 

My Confelfion and his Exhortation being finilhed and written down, 
they read it to me, and I (ignedit ; after which the Inquifitor rung the 
Bell to call the Alcaide, who carried me out, and brought me back into 
my Chamber in the fame order, in which I had gone. 


CHAP. XIX. 

' My feconcl and third Audience, 

I Was carried the fecond time before my Judges without defiring it, 
the ijth of February, which made me believe that they had fomc 
defign to free me : As (bon as I came in they asked me anew , whether 
I had nothing more to (ay, and exhorted me to difguife nothing, but 
on the contrary fincerely to confefs all my Faults. ’ I anfwered, that 
how great care (bever I had taken to examine my felf, I could not call 
to mind any Other thing than what I had already confeifed. At laft 
they asked me my Name, that of my Father, Mother, Brother, Grand- 
fathers and Grand- mothers. God-fathers and God-mothers ; whether I 
were a Chrifiam deoito dial, that is to ^y, a Chriftian of eight days, be- 
caufe in Portugal they baptize not Children till the eighth day after 'their 
Birth; as alfo Women in Child-bed go not out, nor go to Church , till 
^forty days after their delivery, how happy foever that may have been.My 
Judge feemed to be furprized, when 1 told him that this Cuftom of de- 
ferring the Bapti(m of Children till the eighth day was not oSlferved in 
France, where they Baptized them as (bon as could be ; and it (ufficient- 
ly appears from the oblervance of the(e Legal Ceremonies,, that notwithi 
ftanding the Averfion which the Portugueze teftifie againft the Je-jns, they 
are neverthele(s no very refined Chriltians. But this is not the greatelt 
evil which refuUeth from the obfervation of the(e Ceremonies, For 
- - J-- . -- • firlV, 
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firft, it happens but too often that Children dye without being regenera- 
ted by the holy Sacrament of Baptifm, and are thereby deprived of Hea- 
ven for ever; and not to violate the Cuftom ’of Purification, which 
ought no longer to be continued after the publication of the Gofpcl, the 
Tortuguez,e Women make no fcruplc to contemn the commands of the 
Church, which oblige all Chriftians to be prefent at Sunday^ and on the 
Fcafts of the Holy Sacrifice of the Mafs, if they be not prevented by 
lawful impediments. 

They alfo asked me the name ofthe Curate who had Baptized me ? in 
what Diocefs ? what Town ? what Parifh ? and laftly, whether I ever 
were Confirmed ? and by what Bifhop ? Having fatisfied all thefeQuefti- 
ons, they commanded me to kneel down, to make the fign of the Crofs, 
to repeat the Lords Prayer, the Ave-Mary, the Creed, the Command- 
ments of God, and of the Church, and the Sal've Regina ; laftly, he 
finifhed as at the firft time, by exhorting me through the Bowels of the 
mercy of our Lord Jefus Chrift to confefs without delay ; which being 
read in my prefcncc, *and figned by me, 1 was remitted to my 
Chamber. 

From the firft moment that I had been'in this Prifbn I had beqn al- 
ways melanoholly, and never ceafed io fhed tears ; but at my return 
from this fecond Audiepce, I entirely abandoned my felf to all grief, fee- 
ing that they exaded of me the things which appeared impoffible to me, 
fince my mem®ry fuggefted to me nothing of that which they defired I 
ftiould confefs. I endeavoured then to end my life by hunger, I recei- 
ved indeed the meat which they brought to me, becaufe I could not re- 
fufe it, vvithout expofing my felf to receive baftinadoes from the Guards, 
who take great care to obferve, when the Plates are returned to theni, 
whether the Prifbners have eaten enough to fuftain Nature : But my de- 
Ipair fuggefted to me means of eluding their diligence : I paffed whote 
days without eating any thing, and that, they might not perceive it, I 
caft into the Bafin part of what they gave me. This courfc of diet was 
the caufe that I was entirely deprived of fleep, and my whole employ- 
ment confifted in mortifying my Body, and Ihcdding tears. However, 
I omitted not in this time of my AjBidion, to refled upon the errours 
of my paft life, and to acknowledge that it was by a juft Judgment of 
God, that I had fallen into that depth of mifery and unhappinefs. I 
proceeded alfo fo far as to beireve that he intended perhaps to make ufe 
of this mean to call me to himfelf, and convert me. Having a little for- 
tified my felf by fuch meditations, I implored with my whole heart, the 
alTiftance of the Blefled Virgin, who is no lefs the' cofifolatioii of the 
afflided, than the Alylum and refuge of Sinners ; and from whom I have 
fo vifibly experienced protedion, as well during my imprifonment, as 

K - upon 
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upon other occafions of my life, that I could not omit to fender this 

pubiick teftimony ofit. • 

^ At laa after 1 had made a mar(fexad, or a more happy exam nation 
of all which I had faid or done, during my ftay at Dawan, I called to 
mind what I had advanced concerning the Inquifition, and its Integrity ; 
J immediately defired audience, which yet was not granted to me till 
the fixteenth of M^rch following. I doubted not, but in appearing be- 
fore my-]udgc, to terminate all my atfair-; and that upon my confeflion, 
which I intended to make, they would immediately reftore me to per- 
fedl Liberty, but then when I thought my hopes at the point of being 
compleated, 1 faw my felf at once depriv’d of all thefc fweet hopes ; be- 
caufe having confelfed all which I had to fay touching the Inquifition^ 
ihey told me that this was not that which they .expeded of me ; and L 
having nothing el(e to lay, was immediately remitted, without fb much 
as their vouchfahng to write down my Confeffion.

IIoiv Defpair indeed me to attempt my life. 

1 km now come to the moft unhappy time of my Captivity ; for how 
fevere foever it had hitherto been, I had, at Icaft, the comfort of 
having fuffered witii fbme patience, and even of having endeavoured to 
make a good ufe of my Sutferings ; for the Faith obligeth us td believe 
that the greateft Evils ar«i fo many Advantages, to thofe who make 
good ufe of them I ought not therefore to look upon this as an unhappy 
time anv more than that wherein I committed faults, which 1 cannot 
but consider as very great,* and which I pretend not to juftifie, or even 
to excufe, by the cruelty of thofe who required of me impoflible things, 
on pain of burning, fince they carry not along with them fb great extre- 
mity as may juftifte defpair, which is the greateft and worft of* all 
Evils. 

I was once refolved not to (peak of, in this place, the defpair which 
feized me, nor the endeavours of deftroying my own life, to which 1 
was induced by it ; but it was believed it would be important to give 
tjiis account, lince it cannot be denied that the unjuft feverities of the In- 
quifition give at leaft occafion to many to fall into the fame condition : 
And that it ,concerneth the pubiick to make known not only the evil of 
' the unjuft adions confidered in themfelveSj but alfo the horrible evils 

' vvhich 
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which are the too -ordinary conrcquences of them. _ For IF perfons who' 
have Learning and Education, who arc inftruded in their duties, and 
who never forfake the confideradons of Faith fall into fuch extremities 

what may not be feared from fo many ignorant perfons without Educa- 
tion the greateft part of them new Converts from Paganifm, where 
they have almoft all their life looked on Defpair as an Ad of Generohty 
1 confefs that the illfuccefs of my laft audience, which I had believed 
would be fo favourable for me, was an infupportable blow to me, and 
that thenceforth accounting "Liberty to be an happinefs to which I comd 
no longer pretend ; I abandonedTny felf fo far to Melancholly and De- 
fpair, that 1 wanted but little of entirely lofmg my Reafon; 

I had not forgot that it is iorbidden to a man to deftroy hirnfelf, ana I 
had nodefign to deftroy my felf eternally, but 1 de fired to live no lon- 
ger- and the extreme defire which 1 had to dye, -troubled me to far, 
than invented a mean, in the midft ofmy Defpair, w.iich m:ght effedu- 
ally procure my Death, and a natural Deatn, fince I could not refolve to 
lay v^iolent hands upon my felf; and I imagined that Cod would pardoi^ 
me if I procured itjlowly, and by the means of others. 1 feigned then 
tobcfick and to have a Fever; they immediately brought to me a 
Fandae ora Gentile Phyfician, who made po fcruple to be convinced 
fromflae motion of my blood within my Pulfc v^hich he took for a 
true Fever and ordered me to be let blood, which was reiterated for 
c days together ; and as my intention in ufmg this Remedy was very 
different from that of my Phyfician, who laboured to recover my hcaltn, 
while I thought of nothing but ending this miferable and unhappy life. 
As foon as every one was retired, and my door was 1 
Fillet and fuffered fo much blood to run out as might fill_ a Cii|) con- 
training at leaft i8 Ounces. 1 reiterated thikfe cruel evgcuatidns as often 
as I was blooded, and withal, eating almoft no food, it is not hard to 
judge that I was reduced to extreme \^akners. _ 

The AkaUe who obferved fo confiderable a change m my Body, 
could not fufficiently wonder at the ill condition wherein 1 was , which 
admitted fcarce any hope of recovery. The Tmtlne was in the fame 
aftonkment which obliged them to artvertife the Inquitor, who pro- 
pofed to me to be confefled. fts I did not believe my felf to be in a 
fondUion of efcaping death, I began to refent what 1 done, and being 
^willing to dearoy Soul and Body both together, 1 confented to receive 
a Confeltour. They brought to me a good Religious of 'he Orde^ “f 
St Franck to whom having given an entire knowledge of my procee- 
dmf Traevea much confolation from him: ^ good Advices- made 
Sefrrfolution of contributing as much as 1 could to thq recove- 
ry ofmy Health, I gave him leave to inform tiie Inquifitor fecretly of 
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all which had happened : And from that day which was Holy Friday ^ 
they gave to me, with all care, all things xieceflary for tha fpeedy re- 
covery of my ftrength, which I had loft with my Blood ; and for to 
fweeten my Melancholly a little, wherewith I was overwhelmed, they 
fhut up with' me another Negro Prifoner, who was accufed of Ma- 
gick, and who kept me company for five months. 1 enjoyed, during 
all this while^ more command of my reafon, and waslefs melancholly ; 
but as fbbn as they imagined me to be well recovered , they withdrew 
my Companion, and the loft of this comfort made me rclapfe into the 
fame condition, .to which I had been aUfirft reduced. * 


. CHAP. XXL 

New e see (fes to which my defpair canted me, •

I Became more furious than ever by the abfcnce of my Companion* 
I beat my Breaft and my Face with my Fift, and not contented with 
that, fought means to take away my Life, which 1 could not lofe by 
my former attempt. . I believed well that I Ihould not fuccecd in Coun- 
terfeiting Sickneft a fecond time ; and even if I fiiould really be believed 
if they opened me a Vein they would take all pollible precaution to hin- 
der me from lofmg my Blood a Fecond time. This is the reafon why 
being animated with my defpair, I remembred that notwithftanding the 
diligent fcarcji which had been made upon mt,when I was (hut up I had' 

had been fown in a Ribband tied about 
the CaTf of my Leg, in form of a Garter, I took then one of thofe pieces 
which I broke in two, and (Tiarpened one part fo well, ^nd fo long a. 
gainft an Earthen Pot, that I gave it a point, and made it cut on both 
iiaes. This I made ufe of as a Launcet, with defign to nn^n Ar^.> 


I 
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to rpiaglne the furprlze of the Guards when they faw me in this conditi- 
on. They immediately called the Alcaide, and all together came in, 
They bound up my Arms and uled tuch Skill that 1 (bon returned out ■ 

’ of that fwoon, wherein fo confidcrable an evacuation of Blood had re- 
duced me. They firft carried this*ntws to the Inquifitor, who ordered 
they fliould lead me to Audience, whethet 1 was carried at fout a 
Clock. 

Lying at length upon the Ground , my extreme weaknefs not per- 
mitting me either to ftand or fit, the Inquifitor, after many reproaches, 
commanded them to carry me away, and put Manacles upon me to 
hinder me from pulling off the bands wherewith my Arms were bound 
up*;, this was immediately put in e;fecution, and I had not only my hands .. 
chained, but allb a Collar of -Iron that was joyned to the Manacles, and 
was fhut with a Padlock, infbmuch as I could not any lon'^er move 
my Arms. * > 

But this proceeding ferved only to enrage me the more, I threw my 
felf upon the ground ; I ran my Head againft the Walls and Pavement, 

If they had llitFered me to continue never fd little while in this condition, 
my Arms would infallibly have been unbound, and I could not have 
avoided death : But as they kept a ftridt eye upon me, .they perceived, 
very well, by my adions, that (everity was not lealbnable, and that it 
were better to try ways of fweetnefs ; they took off rfiy Irons therefore, 
and endeavoured to comfort rne with deceitful hopes. They changed . 
my Chamber^ and once more gave me a Companion, who had order to 
anlwer for me ; neverthelclefs God who had always preferved me from 
fo great an unhappinefs, difllpated, by his Grace, the defpair wherein I 
was plunged. More happy iTerein than many* others, who often Mur- 
der then^felvcs in the Prifons of the Holy Office, where thefe unhappy 
perfbns are debarred all forts of humane comfort^. My new Companion 
ftayed with rpe about two months, and as foon as^hey perceived me to 
be more peaceable he was taken away, although my weaknefs was then 
fo great, that I could fcarce rife from my Bed to receive my Meat at the 
door, which was fet not above two paces from it. At laft, after I had 
paffed a year in this manner, bv fi^ffering much,^ I even contraded a ha- 
bit of fuffering ; and God, after tliat, gave me patience enough not to make 
any more ittempts upon my life.^

My fourth Audience^ in ivhjch the *Frowotor formeth againji me Con* 
clufions oj fuff e ring Denth,

I had been now almoll eighteen months in the Inquifition, when my 
Judges underftanding that 1 was in a condition to anfwcr, caufed me 
to be brought the fourth time to Audience, where they asked me whe- 
ther I were, at laft, refdlved to confefs what they hadfo long expeded 
^ fronn nie, to which 1 anfwering, that I could remember nothings elfe 
* than what I had already confelled ; the Promotor oF the Holy Office 
• prefentecThimfelf With a Libel, to fignifie to me the informations made 
againft me.; • ' 

In all my other cxapiinations I had been accufed, and they had con- 
tented themfelves to hear my depofition wi^iout entring into any dit- 
courfe with me ; and were immediately wont to (end me back' as foon 
as I had ended the accufation of my (hlf, but in this fourth examination 
I was accufed, and time was given me to defend my felf ; and they 
read to me in the Informations made againft me, the things whereof I 
had accufed my felf. The Fadls were thrce,l had acknowledged them of 
my own proper motion. There was then nothing to oppofe concerning 
the Fddts themfelves, but I thought it my duty to demofiftrate to 
my Judges, that they were not fo Criminal as they imagined ; I Paid 
then upon the account of what I had difjDUted concerning Baptifm, my 
intention was not in the lead to oppofe the Dodrine of the Church ; 
But that the paftage, TJnlefs a man be born again of Water and of the Holy 
Ghofi, he cannot enter Jnto the Kingdom of Heaven (John, 3 . f.) appearing to 
me very sxprefs, I had defired the explication of it. ’I'he Grand Inqui- 
fitor feemed furprized at this Paftage, which all the World knows by 
heart* and F was no lefs furprized at his furprize. He asked me where 
1 had that Paftage I from the Gofpel of St. John, Paid I, the third Chap- 
ter, and the fifth Verfe. He caufed. a. new Teftament to be -brought, 
looked for the Paftage, but explained it not to me ; it had been, never- 
thelefs, eafie to tell me that Tradkion explained it iufficiently, fince 
they always accounted to be Baptized, not only thofe who had fuffercd 
Death for our Lord JefusChrift, without receiving the ordinary Ceremo- 
nies of Baptifm, but alfb thofe who had' been furprized by Death in the 
defire of being Baptized, ^ and in Repentance of their fins. 
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- Concerning the adoration of Images, I told him that I had advanced 
nothing which I had not taken from tha Holy Council of Trem, and 
cited to him the palTage of the ^’fth SefTion, concerning^.f^e Invocation of 
Saints, and Holy Images. The Images of Chrifi, * ^ 

of the Mother qf God, and of other Saints, are to ^hnfti, ^^ipara 

ireu.na; nU d,. XSSdt ilftl fdlt 

taid to them, fo that through their Images to which honorem & veneratio- 
we fall down projlr ate, we may adore Chrif, and nemimpertiendam,itaiitper 
venerate the Saints, whofe hkenefs they^bear.

without explaining the PalTage to me. , . . t 

There is fomewhatincomprehenfible in this degree of Ignorance, in 

the perfons who undertake to judge others ip Matters of Faith; and I 
confefs that 1 fliould have hardly believed thefe Fads my felf although 
I Taw them and very well remember them, if I had not learnt by the 
printed Relations of Mr. Tavernier, that how reTcrved Toever Father 
Eohraim de Nevers were, upon what reTpedeth the InquiTition, which 
had made him ftlffer Ib much, he could not forbear to Tay, that nothing 
had been more unfupportable to him than the ignorance of its 

^ The Promotor in reading the Information, had Taid that beTide^'all 
this which 1 had acknowledged, I was moreover accufed, and Tuifici- 
entlv convided of having fboken with contempt of the InquiTition, and 
Tts Minifters, ^nd^of having^held diTreTpedful diTcourTes concerning the 
Pope and againlt his Authority; and concluded, that the obftinacy 
which I had hitherto manifefted in contemning To many delay s and charita- 
ble admonitions, which had been given to me, was a convpcing proof that 
I had very pernicious defigns, and that my intention was to teach and 
foment^,; that conTeqUently, 1 'had incurred the j)uni(hmcnt of 
greater Excommunication, 'that my Goods ought to be conhTcated o 
the Kings Exchequer, and my Telf be delivered to the Secular Powei, 
to be ^unifhed for my Crimes according to the Laws, that is, for to 

‘ kave the Reader here to imagine wh?t effeft thefe cruel cond^- 
ons of the Promotor of the Holy Office produced in my Soul. Ye 
can alTure you that how terrible foever thefe words were, the death 
wherewith 1 was then threatned, appeared to me rnuch lefs *°tmid 
than the continuation of my Slavery ; Co that notwithtending the trou- 
• Sranderkf which feized me, upon thefe concluf.ons pronounced a- 

gainftinl I failed not to anlwgr to the new Acculations which wete^e- 
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ren now fignified to me, that in refped of my Intentions, they had ne- 
ver been bad, that I had always been a zealous Catholick, that all thole 
with whom I Iml converfed in the Indies,, could teftifie the ^me, particu- 
larly Father J^roife, and Father Tuesj both French Capuchins, who 
had diverfe times heard me in ConfelTion ; And I underftood after my 
departure, that Father Yi^s was adually at Goa at the lame time when ' 
1 alledgcd him as a ,Witnefs of my Innocence ; that 1 had gone fixteen 
Leagues to latislie the duties of Kafier ; that if 1 had nqurilhed any He- 
relie in my Heart, it had been very eafie for me to propagate it in thole 
parts of xhc Indies j where any one may live andfpeak with perfed free- 
dom, and that I would not then have chofen my Habitation in the Do- 
minions of the King of Portugal ; that I was fo far from Dogmatically, 
oppoling Religion, that I had on the contrary entred diverfe times into 
dilpute with the Hcreticks for to defend it ; that, indeed I remembred 
my felf to have Ipoken with too much Liberty of that Tribunal, be- 
fore whicli I then pleaded,’ and of the Perfons which polfelfed it ; but 
that I was furprized they fliould make that a Crime, which had been 
treated as a trifle, when I would have confefled it, almoft a year and 
anhalffince; that for what concerned the Pope, I remembred not to 
have Ipoken of him in that manner which my Accufetions infinuatcd ; 
that neverthelefs if they would tell me the particulars of it, 1 would 
fincerely confefs the truth. 

• The Inquifitor taking me up, told me, tljat time' (hould be given me, 
to confider of what relpeded the Pope, but that he could not fuflicient- 
ly admire my Impudence, in that 1 pretended to have confelfed what 
related to the Inquifition, when it was moft certain thgt, I had not o- 
pened my mouth about it, and that if I had -made any Confeflion upon 
this Article, in that time when I pretended to have made it , I had not 
continued fo long lime in Prilbn. 1 remembred Ib perfedly what had been 
laid, and what had been anfwered to me, and I was moreover fo tran- 
fported with anger to fee my felf fo abufed, that if they had.not im- 
mediately commanded me to be taken away, affbon as I had figned my 
Depofition, I fhould not perhaps have contained my felf frora reproach- 
ing my Judge ; and if I had enjoyed as much force and liberty as my 
Paflion gave me Courage, it may bef he ’fhould not havc-efcaped with 
reproachful words. . 


CHAPi 
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CHAP. XXIII. 

They carry me yet fever al times to Audience : Diverfe Olfervati^ 
ons upon the Proceedings of the Inquifition. 

I Was yet called to Audience three or four times in lefs than a Month,' 
and they urged me to confefs that whereof 1 had been accufed con- 
cerning the Pope. TheyaUb fignified to me a new proof, which the 
Promoter pretended Iii had drawn againft me upon that fubje^H: , but 
which contained nothing different from what he had already urged a- 
gainlt me ; but what clearly demonftrates this Accufation to have been 
only a falfity invented on purpofe to make me confefs, is that they would 
not tell me the particulars of what they pretended I had fpoken ; but 
at laft perceiving it impoffible to draw any thing of that nature from 
me, they ceafe to mention it to me ; and that this Article was not in- 
ferted in my Procefs, when it was publickly read in the A8t of Faith. 
They endeavoured alfb in their laft Audience to make me acknowledge 
that in the Fafts whereof 1 had been accufed, my intention was to de- 
fend Herefie ; but to this I would never condefeendj there being no- 
thing more contrary to truth. 

During^ the Months of 'No'wmber and December, I heard every mor- 
ning the cries of thofe who were put upon the Rack ; which is fb cruel 
a torture, that I faw diverfe Pe'rfbns both of the one and the other Sex, 
who were diftorted and maimed by it, and among others the firft Com- 
panion they had affigned to me in the Prifbn. In this Holy Tribunal no 
refpeift is made of Quality, Age, or Sex, and all are indifferently fub- 
mitted to the torturcj when the Inter eft of the Inquifition Co requU 

reth it. • . u •/> 

I remembred to have heard it faid, before I entered into the Prifons , 

of the Holy Office, that the Auto dafe, or ACl^ of Faith was ordinarily 
performed the firft Sunday in Advent, becaufe on that day is read in the 
Church that part of the Gofpel, wherein mention is made of the laft 
Judgment, and that the Inquifitors pretend, by this Ceremony, to make 
a Lively and Natural reprefentation of it. 1 was moreover perfwaded 
that there were then a great number ot Prifbners in the jnquifitic^. 
The profound filence which is every whei'e obferved in this Houfe, 
had given me Opportunity to count very near how many Doors were 
opened at the hours of repaft. I had alfb obtained a pretty certain 
knowledge that there was arrived an Arch-Bifhop at Goa, in the Month 

of OMer, after that See had been vacant near 30 years ; becaufe they 

had 
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had extraordinarily rung the Bells at the Cathedral for nine days toge- 
ther, which neither the univerfal Church, nor that of Goa in particular 
Celebrates any remarl^able Feftival ; and becaufe I kne\xr this Prelate 
was expeded even before my Impritbnment. Ail thefe Reafons made me 
hope that I (hould be fet at liberty in the beginning of December, hviX. when 
I law the firft and (econd Sundays of Advent paflTed, 1 doubted not but 
, that cither my Liberty or my Punithment were at leaft deferred for a- 
nother intire year. 


CHAP. XXIV. * 

How I perceived that the Auto dafe was to le performed on the 
morrow, and what Halits were given to us to appear in this Ce- 
remony.

f A S I perfwaded my fblf that the Auto dafe was never performed but 
in the month of December , when 1 taw the whole month fpent 
without obferving any preparation to that terrible Ceremony, I deter- 
mined to fulFcr yet one year longer ; neverthclefs when 1 'expeded it 
leaft, 1 found my telf to be in the eve of my inlargcment from that long 
Captivity, wherein I languifhed two years. ^ 

I oblerved that on Saturday the i ith of January, 1676 , being about 
to give my Linnen after Dinner to the Officers to be waflied, ifter the 
ufual Cuftom, they would not receive it, but put me-off till the next 
day ; 1 failed not to make a great many reflexions upon the caufe of this 
extraordinary refufal ; and not findfng any which fatisfied me, I conclu- 
ded that the Atl of Faith was probably to be performed the next day ; 
but 1 confirmed my felf much more in my Opinion,or rather 1 held it for 
.moft certain, when after! had heard it ring to Vefpers at the Cathedral, 
it immediately rung to Mattins ; which was never before done while I 
was Prifoner, exce^ upon the eve ofCorpus Cbrifti day, which is celcbra- 
.ted in the Indies upon the Thurfday, which immediately follows quafmo- 
do Sufjday, becaufe of the continual Rains which fall there at that time 
when it is celebrated in Europe. 

They brought me my Supper, which I refufed, and which contrary 
to their ordinary cuftom, they prefTedme not very much to receive. As 
foon as the doors were friut upon me, I entirely abandoned my felf to 
thofe melancholly thoughts which pofteffed me ; arid at laft, after many 
^ars and fighs, overwhelmed with forrow and imaginations of death, I 
fell afleep, a little after Eleven a Clock at Night.

l had not been long alleep, when my fleep was interrupted bn the 
fudden bv the noife which the Guards made in opening my door. I was 
furorized to fee perfons enter into my Cell with light, being not before 
accuftomedit, and the time of the night coatributed to redouble my 
aDorehcnfion. The Alcaide gave me an habit, which he ordercdTrie to 
put on and to be ready to go out when he fliould come to call me, and 
* lb withdrew, leaving in my Chamber a Lamp burning. 

I had not upon this occafion either ftrength to rife, or to make any 

anfwer to him ; and from the inftant that thefc men quitted me, I was 
feized with an univerfal and fo violent a trembling, that for more than 
an hour it was not poffible for me fo much as to look upon the habit 
which they had brought me. At laft 1 arofe, and proftrating my felf 
upon the ground before a Crofs which 1 pointed upon the Wall, Ire- 
rnmmended mv felf to God, and abandoned my fortune to jus protedi- 
on Then 1 put on (he habit, which confifted of a Veil whole Heeves 
came down to the wrift, and a pair of Drawers which re^hed to the 
very heels ; the whole made of black Hull, ftnped with white. 


CHAP. XXV. 

Of the Freparatiom to the AB of Faith, and the Jiverfe Ornaments 
which Je-diflrihuted totbe CrimiMls, according to the diverjtty

for the Celebration of fome Funeral. • 

The Women who were Vetted with the fame fluff with us, were in 
the ne.xt Gallery, where we could not fee them ; but I obferved that in a 
Dormitory a little remote from ours, there were alfo other Prifoners, 
andperfons Veiled in Black, andfbme in a long habit, who walked up 
and down. 1 knew not then what this meant, but I learned after a few' 
, hours, that thofe who were to be burned were there, and that the per- 
fbns who walked about were their Confelfors. 

As I knew not then the formalities of the Holy Office, whatfoever 
defire I had in time pall to dye, I then feared to be of the number of 
thofe who were dellined to the Flames ; yet I recovered courage in a 
little time, when I conliderad that I had nothing in my habit which di- 
Itinguilhed ^me from others, and that there was no likelihood that fo 
great a nurnber of perfons, who were apparrclled like my felf, ffiould 
be put to death together. 

After wc were all ranged againll the Walls of this Gallery, they gave 
to every one of us a Taper of yellow Wax ; They then brought to us 
/ other Habits to put over the former, made like Declinaticks, or great 
Scapularies ; they were of yellow Huff, with St. Crolfes paint- 

ed on them in red, before and behind. They are wont to give thefefort 
of marks to thofe who have committed, or who are efleemed to have 
•committed Crimes againll the Faith of jefus Chrill, whether they be 
Jews, Mahometans, Sorcerers, or Hereticks, who were before Catho- 
licks ; they call thele Gran^ Scapularies with thefe CrolTes of St. Andrew 
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which my Judges might eafily have known from an infinite number of 
Pcrfons, as well Stranger's, as of mine own Nation, with whom 1 had 

lived in divers parts of the Indies. , , . , , r r 

My fears redoubled when Ifaw my felf thus habited, becaufe it feem- 
ed to me that thefe being among fo great a number of Pcifoners, no more 
than two and twenty perfons to whom thefe fhameful Sambemto's were 
given, it might very well happen that thefe (hould be the perfons to 

whorn no mercy was to be extended. ^ 

After this diftribution five Bonnets of Paper were brought in, riling^ 
up in a point like a Sugar Loaf, all covered with Devils and flames ot 
fire with a writing round about exprelfing this word, /ezt/co-o, that is, 
Sorlerer they call thefe Bonnets Carechas ; they fet them upon the heads 
of fb many perfons the mod guilty of all the reft among thofe as were 
accufed of Magick, and as thofe perfons ftood very near me, 1 then be- 
lieved they would not fail to prefent one to me alfo, which yet did not 
happen 1 did then make no doubt almoft but thefe miferable men 
were thofe perfons defigned to be burnt ; and as themfelves were no bet- 
ter inftruded at that time in the formalities of the Holy Office, 1 was 
allured by them afterwards, that at that moment they believed their de- 
ftruiftion to be Inevitable* 

Every one being thus adorned according to the quality of his Crimes, 
we were permitted to fit down on the ground in expeding new orders ; 
at four of the Clock of the morning the Servants of the Houfe came 
following the Guards, for to diftribute Bread and Figs to thofe who 
Would accept them ; but although I had not flipped the night before, 1 
found in my felf'fo fmall an appetite for eating, that 1 had taken nothing, 
if one of the Guards coming near me had not faid take your Bread, and 
if ypu cannot eat it now put it into your Pocket, for you will be cer- 
tJnW hungry before you return. T’he words of this man brought great 
comfort tome, and didipated all my fears by theffiopes which he gave 

of mV return, which obliged me to follow his advice. 

At laft after we had waited a long while,, the day appeared at five a 
riork • and I might then obferve upon the faces of every one prefent, the 
ffiveife motions of ffiame, of grief, and of fear wherewidi they were 
then tormented For although they feUno fiit?ll toy in (c’cing 
upon the pointof being deliveredffi'om fo, cruel and imupportable a Cap- 
tivity, y^t this joy was very much diminiffied, by tlic tear wnercin eve- 
ry one was of what would become of himfelf.

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CHAP. XXVI. 

How we went In Trocejfton to go to the Adit of Faith. The Order 
of this Ceremony, . 

T H E great Cell of the Cathedral Church was rung a little before the 
riling of the . Sun, which was as the Signat to advertize the people 
to run together to fee the Auguft Ceremony of the Auto dafe, or AB of 
Faith ; and* firfl:, they made us go out one by one. 1 obferved in paf^ • 
fmg from the Gallery into the great Hall, that the Inquifitor Tat at the 
door, having a Secretary by him ; that the Hall was filled with Inha- 
bitants of Goa, whofe names were written in a Lift, which he held in 
his hands ; and that at the fame time any Prifoner was brought forth, 
they called one of thefe Gentlemea who were in the Hall, who imme- 
diately came up to the Criminal for to accompany him, and ferve him 
as a (Godfather in the AB of Faith. 

Thefe Godfathers receive the perfbns in charge whom they accom- 
pany, are obliged to anfwer for them, and to produce them when the 
Feftival is ended ; and MeJJieurs the'Inquifitors, pretend to do them great 
honour when they choofe them for this Office. I had for Godfather the 
General of the Vortugueze Ships in the Indies ; I went out of the Hall 
with him, and as foon as I was in the Street, I faw that the Proceftion 
began by the Order of the Dominicans, who have this noble priviledge, 
becaufe St. Dominick their Founder, was alfb of the Inquifition, They 
were preceded by the Banner of the Holy Office, wherein the Image of 
the Founder is reprefented in very rich embroidery, holds a Sword in 
one hand, and in the other a branch of Olive, with this Infcription, Jufu 
tia & Mifericordia. Thefe Monks are followed by the Prifoners, who 
march one after the other, having every one his Godfather at his fide, 
and a Taper in his hand. 'I’hofe who are left guilty go firft ; and as I 
paired not for one of the more innocent, there were more than a hun- 
dred preceded me. I had, as all the reft, my head and feet naked, 
and I was very much troubled during all this March, which continued 
for an hour almoft, bccaufe of the little flint ftones wherevvith the ftreets 
of Goa are fcattered, which made my feet bleed abundantly. They 
made us walk through all the greater ftreets, and we were gazed on by 
an innumerable croud of people, who had run together from all parts 
of the Indies, and who lined all the ftreets through which we were to 
paft^for they took care to give notice to the Parifh Priefts in the 
Parilhes of more remote places, a long time before the AB of Faith was 

performed.' 
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formed. At laft, covered with fhame and confufion, and very weary of 
the march, we arrived at the Church of St, Frandsj which for this 
time was deft ined and prepared for the The great Altar 

was fpread with black ; and there were upon it (ix Silver Candlefticks, 
with (b many Tapers of white Wax burning. There wereraifed on the 
fides of the Altar two kind of Thrones, the one on the right hand for 
Monfieur the Inquifitor and his Councellors, the other on the left for the 

Viceroy and his Court. ^ 

At fome diftance, and over againft the great Altar, inclining a little to- 
wards the door, was placed another, whereon were laid two Miftals 
open. From thence to the door of the Church was made a Gallery a- 
bout three foot broad, with a Balifter on each fide, and both on one 
fide, and the other were placed Benches for the Criminals and their 
Godfathers to fit on, who accordingly feated themfelves in order as 
they entred into the Church, infbmuch as thole who came in firft, fat- 

very near the Altar. » r v j nr 

As foon as I was entered and placed in my Rank, I applied my felt 

to confider the order, which they made thofe obferve who came after 
me. I faw that thofe, to whom thofe horrible Carochas of which I 
fpake, were given, marched laft in our whole Troop; that immediate- 
ly after them a great Crucifix was c-arried, whofe Face relpeded thofe 
who marched before ; and which was followed by two living Perfons, 
and four Statues of the height of a Man, reprefented very naturally, 
fixed every one to the end of a long Pole, and accompanied with Jo ma- 
ny little Chefts, born each by a Man, and filled with the bones of thofe 
whom thefe Statues reprefented. The Face of the Crucifix turned to- 
ward thofe who went before it, fignifieth the mercy which is ufed 
fped of them, in deliveringthem from death, although they had juftly 
deferved it : and the fame Crucifix turning the back upon them that fol- 
lowed it, fignifieth that thofe unfortunate Perfons have no more favour 
to hope for. For fo it is that all is myfterious in the Holy Office. 

The Habits wherewith theft miftrable Perfons were vefted, were no 

lefs capable of ftriking horror and pity into the Beholders ; as well the 

living Perfons as Statues bore a Samarra of Grey Stuff, 
with Devils, Flames, and burning Fire-brands, upon which the Head 
of the Prifoner was reprefented to the life before and behind, wfth us 
sentence written below, bearing an Abridgment, and in great Chara, 
ders his Name, that of his Countrey, and the Crime for which he was 
condemned. Bef.de this terrible Habit they had alfo «P°njhe.rddeads 
thofe dreadful Carochas, covered as their Veftmems, "‘“l 
and Devils. The little Coffers, wherein were inclofed the Bones oti 
thofe who were dead, and againft whom Procefs had been made, c^Aer 
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(>cfore or after their deceafe, during or before their Imprifonment, that_ 
fo occafion might be given to the Confiication of their Goocis, were 
painted with black, and covered alfo< with Devils and Flames. 

It muft be here obferved that the Inquifition terminates not its Jurif. 
diction upon living Perfons, or upon thole who died in her Prilbn ; but 
that (lie (bmetimes formeth a Procefs againft Perfons, who died many 
years before they were accufed, then when after their deceafe they 
^'e charged with any great Crime, that in this cafe , if they be convin- 
ced, they are digged up, their Bones arc burned at the cf Fatth^ 
and all their Goods are Confifeated, whereof thofe are carefully de- 
fpoiled who have inherited them : And I advance nothing which I have 
not feen pradifed ; fince among the Statues, which were feen when I 
came out of the Inquifition, there was one which reprefented a man 
dead a long time before, whofe Procefs they had formed, whofe Body 
they had digged up, and whofe Goods were Conlifcated, and his 
Bones burnt, or it may be thofe of fome other who had been buried in 
the fame place. 


CHAP. XXVII. 

' Contatning\x>hat was ohferve din the place wherein the hSc of Faith 
was celebrated, 

T Hefe unhappy Perfons being entered in that dreadful Equipage, 
which 1 have already deferibed, and being feated in their places, 

' which were appointed for them near the doo^r of the Church, the In- 
quifitor followed with his Officers, entered and went to place himfelf 
upon the Tribunal which was erected for him upon the right fide of the 
Altar, while the Viceroy and his Court feated themfelves upon the left. 
The Crucifix was placed upon tiie Altar between the fix Candlefticks. 
Every one being thus fctledin his Pofte, and the Church filled with as 
many People as it could contain, the Provincial of the Augufimians af- 
cended the Pulpit, and Preached for half an hour. Noiwithftanding 
the anxiety of 'mind wherein I then was, i failed not to obferve the com- 
parifbn which h'e then made of the Inquifition, with the Ark of Noah^ 
between which yet he found this difference, that the Animals which en- 
tered into the Ark, went out again after the Deluge, invefted with the 
fame Nature which they had when they entered in : But that the Inqui- 
fitor had tl-ie admirable property to change in fuch fort thofe who are 
fhut up it, that in coming out we fee thofe to be as Lambs , who when 

they 
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they entred in, had the cruelty of Wolves, and the fiercenefs of Lions. 
The Sermon being hniflied, two Readers went up one after another into 
the fame Pulpit, to read there publickly the Procefs of all the Criminals, 
and to fignihe to them the puniftiments to which they were condemned. 
He whole Procefs was read, was during that time lead by the Alcaide 
into the middleof the Gallery, where heftood upright, holding a Taper 
lighted in his hand, till his lentence was pronounced. And as it was 
fuppofed that all the Criminals had incurred the punifhment of greater 
^Excommunication, they led us to the foot of* the Altar whereon laid the 
MiflTals ; where being placed on our knees, they made us lay our hands 
upon one of thefe books, and remain in that pofture, till there was as 
many perfbns as Miflals. Then the Reader difcontinued reading of the 
'Procefs, to pronounce with a loud voice a Confeffion of Faith, after he 
had briefly exhorted the Criminals to repeat it with heart and mouth at 
the fame time with him ; which being done, every one returned to his 
place, and the reading of the Procefs was began anew. 

I was called in my order, and underftood that all my affair ran upon 
thefe three heads. The firft, for having maintained the invalidity of the 
Baptifm, caWed Flaminis. Thc^cond, for having laid that Images ought 
Aot to be adored, and having blafphemed againft the Image of the Cru- 
cifix, in faying of a Crucifix of Ivory, that it was a piece of Ivory. And 
daftly for having fpoken contemptuoufly of the Inquifition, and its Mi- 
' nifters ; but above all, for the ill intention which I had in fpeaking all 
‘ thefe things. For which Crimes I was declared Excommunicate ; and 
for reparation thereof my Goods were confifeated to the Kings account, 
and. my felf banifhed from the Indies, and condemned to ferve in the 
Gallies of Vortugal five years ; and moreover, to perform other Penan- 
ces which fhould be enjoyned to me in particular by the Inquifitors. 

Of all thefe punifhments, the moft infupportable to me, was to fee 
mv felf in an indifpenfable necefllty of quitting the Indies, where I had 
refolved to Travel a yet much longer time. This forrow, neverthelefs, 
was not fo great, but that it was much allayed by the h^e of feeing 
• my felf fhortly out of the hands of the Holy Office. My ConfelTion of 
Faith being made, I returned to my place, and received advant^e 
from the advice which my Guard had given me of not refufing my 
Bread, for the Ceremony continuinpll the day, there was no perfou 
who did not that day Dine in the Church. 
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T^ey Alfolve us from Excommuntcatioyi^ and deliver thofe to the 



Secular Power who were to he burned : What was ohferved upon 


this occajion. 


A Fter they had ended to read the Procefs of all thofe to whom they 
jTx- extended their mercy in faving their lives, the Inquifitor left his ' 


feat to put on his and/o/^ ; and being accompanied with about ^o 
Prielis, who had every one a Wand in his Hand, he came into the mid- 
dle of the Church, where after he had made diverfe Prayers, we were 
Abfblved from the Excommunication, which they pretended we had . in- 
curred, -by means of a blow which the Prieft gave to everyone of us 


upon his Habit. I cannot forbear to relate here a thing, which will ihew 


to what degree the Portuguez.e Superftition proceeds in all things which 
have any relation to the Inquifition ; which is, that during the Proceffi- 
on, and the whole time of our ftay in llie Church, he who ferved me as 
a Godfather would never anfwer to me, although I had fpoken to him 
diverfe times, and that he even refufed to give a little Powder of To- 
bacco which 1 had defired of him ; fo much did he fear to be involved 
in the Cenfure wherewith he fuppofed me bound. But as foon as I was 
Abfolvcd, he embraced me, gave me Tobacco ^ and told me that he 
then acknowledged me for his Brother, fmee the Church had Abfblved me. 

This Ceremony being ended, and the Inquifitor returned to his olace. 






' The fevcral Proceflesof thefe unfortunate perfons were read, which 
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their Crimes for which they were condemned, with the years, the 

month, and the day of the execution. ^ i j • u r ' 

If the Perfon who was to be burnt had twice relapied into the lame 
Crime they put thefe words at the bottom of the Portraid; Morreo qui- 
mode por herefe relaffo, which lignifieth that he was burned for a relapfed 
Heretick. If having been accufed but once, he peifevereth in his er- 
ror they put, Tor herefe contumas, for an obftinate Heretick ; but as 
thiscafe IS very rare, fo there are very few of thefe Portraids. Laftly, 
if having been thus accufed but once by a lufficient number of WitnelTes, 
he perfilteth to profefs himfelf innocent*, and at the lame time profelTcth 
Cliriftianity to the very death, they put at the bottom of the Table, 
mieimado por herefe con'vitto negative f'wX'iXch. is to lay, that he was burnt as a 
convided Heretick, but who confelTed not. And of this laft kind a great 
number of Pertraids may be feen. We may hold it for certain that of an 
hundred Negatives, there are at leaft 99 who are not only innocent of the 
Crimes which they deny, but who have belide that innocence,the merit of 
chufing rather to die, than to tell a lye in confefling themfelves guilty 
of a Crime, of which they are really innocent. For it is not polfible 
that a man’aflured to fave his Life, if he confelTeth , would perfift to 
deny, and chufe rather to be burnt than acknowledge a truth, the con- 
fellion of wnich will fave his Life. Thefe terrible reprefentations are 
placed in the Nave of the Church, and over the higheft door of the 
Church, as fo many illuftrious Trophies confecrated to the Glory of the 
Holy Office \ and when this part of the Church is all over hung, they 
place them in the lide Hies near the door. Thofe who have been at 
Lisbon, and have feen the great Church of the Dominicans, which is not 
far from the Holy Heufe of the Ine^uifition, may have obferved many hun- 
dreds of thefe lad Pidures. 


C H A P. XXIX. 

My lafi enlargement from the Inyuifition, They bring us into n 
Houfe in the Tovon^ to caufe us to he there feme time injirufled, 

I Was fo weary .and fo fore, at my return from* the AB of Vaith , that I 
hadalmoft no lefs defire to re-enter into my Lodging to reft my 
felf, than 1 had feme days before to go out of it. My Godfather uc- 
companied me into the Hall; and the Alcaide having conduded me into 
the Gallery, I went and lliut up my felf, while they brought in the reft. 
' 1 brft caft my felf upon my Bedexpeding Supper , which was nothing

I flept ^ urh bcj :er this night, than 1 
ha^doneof along time, but when the day appeared, f expefted impati- 

enflv what they 4uld do with me ;,yrhen the Alcalde -ame at fix a 

dock w demand the MiWt which.

1 'obeyed t his orde r with all pollible du 
flLnce • and at nine a cloclt a guard having openecTmy door, I laid my 
bLleupon my Shoulders, and followed ^hem into the gteat Hall, 
wtare the greateft part of the Prifoners Were already. After I had 
bem there fome time, I faw about twenty enter who had been t^ 

,lw before condemned to be whipped, and who then received it from 

the hand of the Hangman through all the Streets of the Town. Being 
us all affembled, the Inquifitplappeared, before whom we fell upon 
™r knU to yeceivehis bklFing; after we fiad kifledythc ground near his 

Feet Then they commanded tlie Bfatks, who had little or no Lu^age,

Penances to which it had pleafed him to condemn us I went in my or,.- 
der, and was made to kneel down, after I had before laid - my hands on 
theGofpel, and promifed in this pofture„to keep inviolable fecrecy of 
allthings which had , happened, and which 'l had feen and obferved du- 
ring my imprifonment. 

I received after that, from 'the hand of my Judge, a Writing figned. 
by himielf, containing the things which were to be performed by me 4 
and as this Memoire is not very long, I thought it convenient to put it

Having received this Writing I kilTed the ground, and returned into 
the Hall, to wait there till the like Writing fhould be given to all the 
reft : In going out they feparated us, and 1 know not what became of 
the greateft part of our company, or whither they were fent. We re- 
mained, together not above twelve, who were led info the al Jouvar, 
which is that Prifbn of the Office, wherein I was put the firft day that [ 
came to Goa^ before I entred into the Inquifition. I ftay’d there till the 
i<^th, when an Officer of the Holy Office clapping Irons upon my feet, 
carried me into a Ship which was in the Road, ready to fct fail for ?or-

tontamingfome Ohfervations upon all that hath hen hitherto faiA. ' 

B Rfore I continue the actount of my adventures, I believe it will not 
be unreafbnable to make fbme reflexions upon all which hath been 
faid. I will begin then by the confideration of the principal Ads of In- 
juftice committed in’thc Inquifition ; of which the firft is the Treafbn of 
the Commiflary of Daman ; who, after I had confefled to him what I 
had (aid, and what relateth to the Holy Office, gave me foinfincere ad^ 
vice, that he ceafed not to arreft me to fatisfie the paffion of the Go- 
vernour, although the Inquifition is not wont to apprehend thofe who 
voluntarily accufe themfelves, before they are put in Prifon. I am not 
Ignorant of what this Father laid to defend himfelf from this, imputati- 
on, that I had not accufed my lelf i-n due form ; but any one may 
eafily perceive that this is a new trick, for he ought to have taught me 
the form : I was young, and a ftranger, and fhould immediately have 
fatisfied him, but it was neccflary for him to make ule of this miferable 
pretext to fatisfie the Governour. 

Thefecond thing of which I think my lelf to haverealbn to complain, 
in relied of the fame Gommiflary, is that he malicioufly kept me at 
Daman till the month of January ; inftpd'of which, if he had Pent me 
to Goa, immediately after my imprilbnment, my cafe might have been 
examined. and ended before the November and I fhould have

'Whereas not fending me to tdl tl^ 

S was ended, I was forced to ftay in the Prifons of the Holy 
nffirJ two vears longer than I Ihould have done ; becaufc fc^ce any 
enlargement of the Prifoners is ever made, but,^at that ternble Geremo- 
,iy called tl>e ASi of Faith ; and as that is pcrfbVmed but two ^ 

twn or from three to three years, it is a double unhappinefs for thole 
that’arefhut up in thefe Holy Vriftns, to be carried thither immediatEly 
after this GoaUelivery, becaufe they are obliged to wait there 
be a futficient number of Perfons to render the ASl of Faith more il- 

‘'“rhe rcfufal which the Inquifitor made at my third Audience to re- 
ceive my confelTion, touching what 1 had faid -o’SS'th!: 

on. and his iniiiftice, in daring to maintain that 1 had not confehed this 
Facb which he made my Crime fo long time after, was one of thofe 
tlnhgs which moft afflided me, during my 

the feaft grievances whicli I have to complain of agamft thefe Meflieurs. 

Imieht alfo juftly complain of this, that the Inquifition ^^firing to 
lay a™fw (hare for me, wlien I accufed my ftlf of what 1 had laid con, 
cerning the Holy Office, and what had happened a long time before 
to Father EphraL Nevers ; asked me if 1 would defend the errors of 
that Monk ; but although I knew very well, that the innocence of this 
Father had been fully manifefted, and that he had been arrefted meeny 
upon Envy ; I anfwered that I pretended not to defend any perlon, bc- 

ing III fficiently troubled to defend my felf. , i i i 

1 had moreover methinks all reafbn to believe, that they had an 
tion to pleafe the Vice-roy, and Governour of Do'iman his Coufin, m fend- 
ing me into Portugal, fince of more than 2og Perfons who went with 
me out of the Inquifition, 1 alone was obliged to leave the Indiss and go 

for Europe, j . 

The Cruelty of the Guards, who often ufed very rude words to me, 

and forced me unwillingly to eat my Meat, and take remedies ^ 

was fick , deferves alfo in my mind fome confideration 5 for although 
ffie Guards have realon to force the accufod Perfons to eat their meat 
and take remedies ; they might ufo in refpedt of them the lame method 
which is u(ed in refpe(ft of other fick Perfons, who are not wont to receive 
the Stirrup Leather, or Baftinadoes to make them take the Preforiptions 

of their Phyfitions. , 

1 will add, that although the Inquifition granteth fomething of lafe 
Condudts to thofe, who bein j. in a place of Security will come and ac- 
cufe themfelves ; yet it is belt not to truft them too much, fince they 

make ho great fcruple in this Holy Tribunal, to violate the promife 

which 
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which ‘they have made, and when they have a mind to it they will find 
pretexts enough not to keep it, which 1 will prove by an example. 

I knew at Surat a Religious Perfon of the Order of St. Dominick, cal- 
led Father Hyacinthe, who for many years had quitted his Convent and 
his Kabit, living in a very diflfolute and fcandalous manner. It happened 
afterwards that a Woman with whom he had lived a long time, and by 
whom he had diverfe Chrildren, dyed; this loft touched him, and pro- 
duced in him a refblution of changing his Life. He refolved then to 
return into his Convent at Bacaim, but becaufe all the and 

above all, the Priefts and Religious perfbns, who have palled any confi- 
derable time among the Infidels, are obliged in returning into the ?ortu- 
gueze Dominions, to prefent themfelves to the Inquifition, and make 
there an exad declaration of the manner of their part life, if they would 
prevent their being compelled to it by force. This Religious, whole 
conlcience perhaps was touched with fomething relating to the Holy 
Office, before he left Surat, wrote to the Inquifitor at Goa for a lafe con- 
dud, that fo he might come to prelent and accule himlelf, which was 
granted him ; with this poor alTurance he departed and came to Bacaim, 

■ where he was not liiffered to refume the Religious Habit, without ha- 
ving firft cleared himlelf before the Inquifitors, upon which he went to 
Cea, prefented himfclf at the Table of the Holy Office, whither he was 
feveral times called, and at lalt having been fiifficicntly examined, he 
was abfolved and fent back to the Vicar General of his Order, who refto- 
red him the Habit, and again authoriz’d him to difeharge the Fundions 
of a Preacher and Confeflbr. He thinking all was over, prepared for his 

-departure to Bacaim, where was his firft Convent, when being juft ready 
* to imbark in a Galliot, he was hurried away to the Prifons of the Holy- 
Office, whole Minifters had not fo eafily granted him Abfolution, were 
it not the eafier to perform their defign, that it might not be faid they 
had violated their word, and the fafe condud they had given him ; at 
the fame time they Iprcad about a report, that fince his AbfoUition, 
covery had been made of Crimes of which he had not accufed 

himfclf. . , 

This Religious who was clapped up a few days after me, rcmainea 

there after I got out, as appears by his not being mentioned m the 

■ of Faith, and his Proceft not being read, which w^ould certainly have 
been done, had he died in Prifon, lb that in all probability he. mult coii- 
tinue there till the next AB of Faith ; I had this relation from a Religious 
Perfon of the fame Order, who vifited me after my delivery. And this 
example ought to teach tfiofe who travel, or live in thofe ^.^ountrys 

- where the Inquifition is Eftablilhed, not only to be circumfped in tneir 
words and adions, but alfo never to* rely .too- mudi on ailpr^nces^^^ot 
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lafe condadls, granted them by the Inquifitor?, or their CommifTaries?, 
how little foever occafion of miftruft they may feem to have. 


CHAP. XXXIL 

H'jflory o/Jofeph Pereira de Montes. 

A S Nothing inftrudteth better than examples, I will here fiiccin^lly 
relate what happened to one of the moft confiderable Gentlemen 
ot Jofe^h Pereira de Montes', who having been Captain Ge- 

neral of the Naval Armies of the King of Portugal, was commanded by 
the Governour of the Indies, ( the Office of Vice-roy being then vacant^ 
to go with his Ships to the relief of the Town of Dm, then befieged by 
the Arabians. He departed, and arriving dXBacaim, was conftrained to 
ftay there a longer time than he had intended, becaufe the winds were 
contrary ; inlbmuch as the Arabians came down to Diu, facked it, and 
teturned laden with pillage, before the arrival of the relief. The Gene- 
ral, who was come too late, having given his Orders returned to Goa ; 
where he was fcarce arrived, but the Governour, who was then Antonio 
de Mello de Cafiro, a fworn enemy of Jefepb Pereira, caufed him to be 
apprehended,' formed his Procefs ; and becaufe neither the Governour, 
nor even the Viceroy, have power to put Gentlemen to death, with- 
out receiving an exprefs Order from the Court of Portugal, Antonio de 
Mello not being able to take away the life of his Enemy, pronounced 
againft him a fentcnce, the Execution of which was more cruel than 
death it felf, condemning him to be led through the great Streets of the 
City by the hand of the Hangman, with an Halter about his Neck, a 
Quonoville at his fide, and an Herald walking before, and Proclaiming, 
that this Juftice was performed by order of the King, on the pertbn of 
this Criminal^ attainted and convided of Cowardice and Treafon. 

This cruel Sentence was Executed, notwithftanding the Ibllicitations 
of the friends of the Prifener ; who after he was led about in this infa- 
mous pofture, was carried back into Prilbn, whether he was fcarce re- 
turned, when a FamiUar of the Holy Office came to apprehend him, and 
carry him to the Inquifition. 

This new accident furprized the whole City, as knowing that Pereira 
could not beaccufed of judaifm, being no Hew Chrifiian, and that he had 
always lived. in goodefteem:; they expected therefore with impatience 
the next AH of Faith, to fee the end of , this bufmefs. But this Ceremo- 
ny being peEloimed after a.year, hevyasnot fecn to appear, nor was his 

* Procefs 
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Proccfs heard to be read, which incrcafed the aftonifliment of all. V\’c 
are to know, that Jofeph Per^eira had a long time fince had a quarrel with 
a Gentleman of his acquaintance, with wh^om he had been afterwards 
reconciled. This falfe friend who had not loft his defign of revenging 
himfelf fuborned with money j Domeftick Servants of toaccufe 

him to ’the Inquifition as guilty of Sodomy, and produced thefe 5: Wit- 
nefles whodepofed they had leen him commit this Crime with one of 
his Pages * whereupon the two accufed perfons were apprehended. 
The Page ’who had lefs conftancy than his Mafter, whom lie knew to be 
as well as himfelf in the Prifons of the Holy Offee, and not doubting but 
that he was accufed of the fame Crime, whereof the Promotor pretend- 
ed himfelf to be guilty, terrified by the threats of the Inquificors and 
fearing to be burnt, as he would in truth have been, if he had peiiilted 
to deny the fadt, and feeing no other means to fave his life, but in con- 
fefling himfelf guilty, accufed himfelf of a crime which he never com- 
mitted and fo became a feventh Witnefs again ft his Mafter, the inform- 
er being accounted one, according to the Maxims of the Inquificion. 
His confeffion favedhis life, and being freed at the firft of Faith, he 
was condemned to be banifhed to Moz.amhique. _ 

Ncverthelefs as Pereira perfifted to maintain his innocence, they con- 
demned him to the fire ; and he had .been carried to be burnt at the 
fame AB of Faith whtvcm his Page appeared, if the continual proteftati- 
ons which he made of his innocence, had not induced his Judges to de- 
fer the Execution of his Sentence, to try whether in time they could ob- 
lige him to confefs ; or if they could not obtain more light in his cafe, 
they then referved him to another AB of Faith, which was performed a 
vear after the Prifons being then fooner than ordinarily filled. During 
thisvear the accufer and hisWitneffes were examined diverfe times, 
and one’ of the .Judges refolvingto examine the Witneffes feparately, 
whether that night wherein they pretended to have feen their Mafter 
commit this deteftable Crime, the Moon fhone or not ; the Witneffes 
agreeing not in the Anfwer which they made to this Qfftion were put 
to the Rack, where they difowned all which they had teftified againft 
their Mafter. His innocence being thus clearly mamfefted, ^he accu- 
fers were apprehended; P^mr^jcarneout innocent at the firft AB of Faith, 
witneffes two years after, at the fame time wiA my felf ; wh n 
the firft were condemned to the Gaily s for 5 years, and that Gen 

hanilhed for oyearsinto theCoaftsof^/y/V^. 

It is eafie to judge that the confronting of Witneffes might have freed 
the Inquifitors from this trouble, and the acculed perfon from the dan- 
ger of being facrificed by the hands of the Holy Office to the fury and 

malice ofhis Enemy ; who in my opinion ought, together with. his Coni- 

pices. 
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'pUces, to have been puniflicd with the fame kind of death, which they 
intended to have inflided on an innocent Perfon. And we cannot doubt, 
but that this clemency of the Holy Office, exercifed Co openly towards 
fuch grofs offenders, often gives incoufagement to the like Attempts. 


CHAP. XXXIII. 

Of what happened to fame other FerfonSj who together with me were 
enlarged at the Adi of Faith. 

) 

T Wo young Gentlemen married about Bacaim, who ferved the King 
of Portugalm his Navy, took care of a young Totuguez,e Souldier, 
who waited on them. Thefe Mejfteurs being at Goa at the end of the 
Camp'aign, and defiring to go and pafs at their Houfes the Rainy Tea- 
fon, which is called Winter in the Indiesy left this young Souldier at Goay 
where he pretended to have fome bufinefs, and therefore would follow 
them Tome days after. This young Man immediately after the de- 
parture of thefe Gentlerncn married in from whence he departed 
two days after his Marriage, and arrived at Bacaim four days after his 
Mailers, to whom he gave no account of what he had done in their ab- 
fence. A little while after a Match being offered to him, which feemed 
ad vantageous to him, he refolved to make ufe of the occafion in mar- 
rying himfelf a lecond time. To this end his Mafters were defired to 
ccrtifie to the Curate that he was a tingle Perfon, which they did, not 
knowing that he was already married. Not long after this fecond maf- 
riage he had a defire to fee his firfl Wife at Goa ^ whither the Brother 
of the fecond Wife being refolved to follow him, he found out his firft 
Marriage, and accufod him to the Inquifition, who caufod him to be 
apprehended, and knowing who they were that had certified him to be 
^ tnan, font order to the Commiflary of Bacaim to foize them. So 
thefe two Gentlemen, more unhappy than guilty, were Tent to Goa with 
Irons on their Feet, and (hut up in the prifbn of the Holy Office. Ha- 
ving remained there i8 Months, they were at laft produced in the ASl 

condemned to a triennial Banifhment into the Coafts 
of Afrtck ; and he who had been married twice, was banifhed into the 

lame quarter for foven years, after which he was to return to and live 
With his firft Wife. > 

One of thefe Gentleman was of the race of New Chriftians ; and as 
thefe unhappy perfons are always fiifpecfted to be bad Chriftians, the 
Inqmfitors examined him at the Audience, to know if he- were not ■ a 

Jew’y

Jew) and if he had not had Tome knowledge of the Lav/ oi' Mofes ? 
This poor Man ftupified with thefe queftions, and fearing that the un- 
happinefs of his Birth would draw upon him, in this occafion, fome mif'- 
fortune ; and befidcs not very well inftrudted in the Chriftian Religion, 
imagining himfelfto fay one of the fineft things in the World, and moft 
proper to juftifie himfelf, blafphcmed againft Mofes^ and faid that he had 
' nothing to do with him, and that he knew him not , which his Judges 
laughed at very pleafantly . 

Among thofe who were enlarged at die AB of Faith, I obferved one 
who had a Gag in his Mouth, faftned to his ^Ears with Packthread. I 
learned from the reading of his Procefs, that this punilhment was in- 
flicted on him for having ufed diverfe Blafphemies in play. This Blaf. 
phemer, befides the fhame of appearing in this Equipage, was more- 
over condemned to a banifliment of five years. 


CHAP. XXXIV. 

• . i t - 

My e!eparture from Qo 2 y my arrival frfi at Brafil, and then at 

Lisbon» 

I Was led with Irons on my Feet into a Ship, which was then in the 
Road, ready to fet ^il for Portngal. They put me into the hands 
of the Mafter of the Ship, who was charged to deliver me to the Inqui- 
fiUon of Lish on. 'And the Captain having received his laft difpatches, 
we weighed Anchor the 27th of January 1676. and the fame day fny 
Irons was taken off . Our Voyage was profperous as far as Brajil; where 
we arrived |n ^77-. As foon they had call Anchor in the Bay of All 
Saints, the Mafter under whofe Guard I was, caufed me to land with 
him, and brought !^ to the Palace of the Governour, and from thence 
‘tb the comrrionprifdn, where he delivered me into the hands of the Jaylor. 

I wa^detained in thisPrifon all the while the- Ship itayed in the Ha- 
ven ; but by the favour of fome Friends whom I gained in this Coun- 
try, I obtained, during my ftay, the liberty of going out of Prifbn in the 
day time,and being (hut up.only iii the night. The Prifon of this Town 
is the moft'propef of all thofe which I had hitherto feen, except thofe of 
the Holy Off ce. Befide ‘the low Rooms, which are tolerably clean and 
lightfome, there are above Stairs diverfe Rooms for Perfbns lefs guilty, 
more rich, or better recommended. ' There is alfb a Chappel wherein 
Mafs is celebrated upon and Holidays. And there are in this 

Town lb good a number of charitable Perfbns, that the Prifbners fuuer 
: ^ • - -- -no 
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no want. We re-embarquedin the beginning of September to go for 
Lisbon ; but this laft paifage was not (6 favourable, as was that from the 
Indies tO Brajil. 

There happened to me an accident, during this Voyage, which defer- 
vcth to be here mentioned. Approaching one day to the Holy Table^ to 
receive the adoreabl'e Body of Jefus Chrift, he from whofe hands J re- 
• ceived it, who was a Cordelier of the obfervant Friers, obfervcd that I 
fliut my Eyes, while he pronounced thofe words, Domine non fub dignus ; 
find although I had no other intention in this adtion, than of humbling 
my fclf in the prefenceof my God, this good Father, who had already 
entertained a bad opinion of me, becaufe 1 had been in the Inquifition, fo 
ill interpreted this mark of my Devotion, that he could not forbear from 
Teproaching me many days after, and telling me that he had no reafbn 
to doubt but that I was ftill an Heretick, fince I vouch^fed not Co much 
as to look upon our Lord, when he was prefented to me in the Com- 
munion. I leave you to think whether the Judgment which this Reli- 
gious Perfbn made then of me, was not of the number of thofe which 
are called rafh ? However, I endeavoured to defend my felf, and de- 
-^clare my intention to him ; he always allured me, that after an aftion of 
that nature, he could not any longer retain a favourable opinion of me. 


CHAP.* XXXV. 

f/jey bring me to the Gallere. A defer ipt ion of that place » 

A S foon as Anchor was call in the Haven oi Lisbon, the Matter, un- 
der whole guard I then was, gave notice of my Arrival to the In- 
quifition, whether I was carried the next day, and from thence, by, or- 
der of the Inquifitors,, who vouchfafed not to fee me, I was led to the 
Prifbn called the Gallere, which beareth this name, bccaufe there being 
no Galleys in Tortugah, thofe whom the Holy Office, or Lay Judges con- 
demn to that puniffiment, are lent thither. They clapt a Chain upon my 
Foot, to which was chained a Portaguez.e, who had efcaped the Fire, by 
confelling the evening before he was to be burnt by order of tjie Holy 
Office. . . * ‘ ! , 

In this Gallere all Criminals are chained two and two together by one 
Foot, only with a Chain about a foot long. The Prifbners have at their 
watte a hook of Iron, whereunto hang their Chain, and there remains 
yet about 3 foot of Chain between them. Thefe couples areient every 
day to labour at the Work-houfe where they build the Ships ,nhey carry 

Wood 
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Wood to the Carpenters, Unload the Ships, pick out flones and land 
for Ballaft, carry Water and Victuals aboard tor the Voyaged, fcrve to 
make Ropes, and all other ules, wherein they can be imployed for the 
fervicc of the Prince, or of the Officers who command them, how vile 
and rude foever they be. 

There are found among thefe Gally-flaves perfons condemned bv the 
Inquifition, others by the Lay Judges, fugitive and incorrigible flaves, 
whom their Matters put into this place to chaftize them, and reduce 
them into order, Turks who have been taken Prifoners in the Pirate Ships 
of Barbary. All thefe perlons, of whatfbever quality they be, are in- 
differently employed in vile and painful Labours ; unlefs they have mo- 
ney to give to the Officers who conduift them, and who exercife an un- 
heard of cruelty upon thole who cannot mollide them fomewhat from 
time to time. 

This Land Gaily is built upon the bank of the River, it hath two • 
greaJL Halls, the one above, the other below, both are filled, and the 
coupled Prifoners laid upon Couches with Matts ; all their Heads and 
Beards are fhaved once a month, they wear a Coat made clofe to their 
bodies, and Caps of blue Cl oath. They alfo allow to them an Hood of 
courfe grey Serge, which forveth them as well for a Mantle in the day, 
as for a Coverlet in the night ; and thefe are all the Garments which 
are given to them from fix t9 fix months, together with fliifts of courlc 
Cloath. 

They give to every one a pound and an half of very hard and black 
Bifoate to eat every day, fix pounds of fait fleffi every month, with a 
diffi fuUof Peafo, Lentils, or Beans ; this allowance they may order as 
they plcafe. Thofe who receive any fopply from otherwhere, fell this 
fare to buy fomewhat better, according to their ability. No Wine is 
allowed to them, and thofe who drink it, buy it at their own coft ; every- 
day betimes in the morning, except on forae very few Feftivals, they 
are led to the Workhoufe, which is a good half League from the Galley, 
where they labour without any intermiffion, on whatfoever they are em- 
ployed till Eleven of Clock ; they then ceafo working till One a Clock, 
and during this interval they may either cat or reft themfelves ; at One 
a Clock they return to their labour, continuing it till night, when they 
are fent back to the Gaily. 

There is in this Prifon a Chappel, wherein Mafs is (aid on Stmdays and 
Feftivals. There are at Lifhon charitable Clergymen, who come often 
to make Catcchifms and Exhortations to the Galley-Slaves. Befide the 
Viduals which the Prince giveth them; they receive very often Alms, 
vnforauch as .no want is there fuffered ; when there_ are any Tick perfons 
the Phyficians and Chir'urgcons come to vifit them, and if the difeafe 
^ grow 
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grow'dangerous, all the Sacraments are adminiftred to them. -Thofe 
who commit any fault are whipped in a moft cruel manner. They 
ftretchthem out at length with their Bellies upon the ground ; and while 
two men hold them, a third ftriketh violently with a great knotted rope 
Upon their Buttocks, which ofttimes teareth off the skin, and large pieces 
offiefh with it. I have feen more than once, how that after fuch whip- 
ping they have been forced to make deep incifions, which degenerating 
into Ulcers, render thefe unhappy wretches incapable of working for a 
long time. 

When one of the coupled Slaves hath bufinefs in the Town, they per- 
mit him to go thither, even without his Companion, if he defireth it, 
paying a Guard, who may follow him every where. In that cafe he is 
forced to carry his Chain alone, and as it is very long he layeth it over 
•his Shoulder, letting it hang down before or behind, as himfelf (hall find 
moft convenient.- 


CHAP. XXXVI. 

I prefented diver fe Petitions to the Jnquifition to ohtain my Lihertyl 
which is at laji granted to me, ' i 

T H E day after my arrival into the Galley, I was (haved, cloathed, 
and employed in labour as the other flaves ; but how laborious 
foever this manner oflife was to me, the liberty of feeing and Ipeaking 
to the whole world, rendred it much lets troublefome to me than the 
^lorrible Solitudes of the Inquifition. According to the -terms of my 
6entence, I was to pafs ^ years in this rude flavery, and there was no 
great appearance that any favour would be thewed to a man who had 
fpoken againft the Integrity and Infallibility of the Holy Office. Neverthe- 
lefs the detire which all unhappy perfons naturally have to fee their nii- 
fery ended, made me think of tome means to recover my Liberty much 
fooner than I was other wife probably to expedl it ; I firft enquired whe- 
ther there were any French at Lisbon, who might ferve me in the defign 
which I had. And having learned that Mr. — firft Phy fician to the Queei^ 
or Portugal, was not only favoured by that Princefs, but alfo by the 
Grandees of the Court, laddreffedmy felf to him, and begged of him 
that he \yould grant me his Protection ; this he did in the moft obliging 
manner in the W odd, offering not only his intereft in all things which 
Jay in his power, -but alfb his Purfe and his Table, where he did me the 
honour to give me a place, enchained as I was, wlienibever liberty of 
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going to him was granted me ; fo that the Habit of a Gally-flave rendred 
me not more contemptible in hre efteem. He iiad alfo the goodnefs to 
vifit me in Prifon, and adminifter comfort to me, whenfoever his affairs 
permitted him. 

1 writ in thp next place into France^ to my kindred, to give them an 
account of the deplorable condition whereinto I had been for a long time 
reduced, that they might follicit, either by themfelv^, or by others, 
thofe perfbns whom they might imagine to have any intereft with the 
Queen of Portugal, who I hoped would interpofe in my behalf. I muft 
not here omit, that the Liberty which was afterwards granted to me, 
was no other than the effeft of the powerful Protedion of • — In 

eflfed Mr. who was naturally generous and beneficent, knowing that 

he had the goodnefs to interefs himfelf in obtaining my Liberty, redou- 
bled his diligence, to caufe it to be obtained the fooner. I prefented, by 
his advice, an ample Petition to the Inquifitors, wherein I briefly decla- 
red the caufes of my Imprifonment, and requefted them to moderate the 
exceflive feverity which 1 pretended to have been exercifed againft me 
in the Indies, 

No anfwer was returned to this Petition, no more than to three dr 
four others, which followed it in lets than two months ; and the rcafbn 
of this filence was. That the Office of the Inquifitor General was then 
vacant, and Monfieur Don Verijfimo de Lencafiea, Archbifhop of Braga, af- 
terwards Archbifhop of Usbon, and at preftnt Cardinal, having been but 
lately promoted, had not yet taken pofleflion. 

This Prelate, for whofe coming 1 made continual Vows, as knowing 
that he alone could determine my bufinefs, arrived at laft at-Lisbon^ to- 
wards the Holy Week : But fince in that time fhe Tribunals are not 
open, i was yet forced to have patience till after Quajlmodo Sunday. As 
foon as the.Inquifitor General had entred upon the Fundions of his Office, 
I prefented a new Petition to him, which was carried to the Supreme 
Council; but all which it produced, was, that Don Fcrijfmw faid,.That 
he could not believe that what I related was true, there being no appear- 
ance that they would have condemned a man to ferve j years in the 
Gallies for matters offo little confequence. 

This anfwer, of which an account was given to me, •produced fo 
much tloe more joy in me, becaufe every one allured me, that the Prelate 
with whom 1 had to do, was equally noble, learned and generous ; all 
this induced me to caule a new Petition to be prefented to him, to intreat 
him to give himfelf the trouble to read my Procefs, that fb he might by 
that means, perceive that I had offered nothing’ to hiVn but what wasmofl: 
true ; this propofition met with great difficulties in the Council, none of 
thcm’being willing to conf^nt to this review of my Proeyfs, which I de- 
• ■ S fired. 



if the Inq'U’Titor General had not ftrongly follicited in favour of me. 

At la ft, after many earneft addreftes to him, he lutfered himfelf to be 
overfA^ayedjby tfte (bllicitations of diverfe Perfons ofQuality, and chiefly 
of his Niece, the Countefs of'Fi^'t/wo/,. who had a. very particular efteem 
for the firft Phyfician of the Queen. He carried then my Procefs to be 
read at length in his prefence, and being convinced that 1 had propofed 
nothing'faUeto him, and withal, perceiving the injuftice and ignorance 
of my Judges, who had condemned me upon pretence of my ill intention, 
he ordered that I (hould be reftored to perfeft liberty, writing with his 
own hand thefe words, at the bottom of my laft Petition, Seia folto como 
fede, e fe va^or a Franca, that is. Let him be fet at Liberty as he defireth, 
and. let him return to France. 



CHAP, xxxvir. 


My departure from lAshon^ and arrival' in Yrmce, 

M y Requeft being thus anfwered by the Inquifitor General, in the 
tupreme Council, which 'is aflembled from eight to eight, or from 
fifteen t© fifteen days, was remitted to the Table of the Holy Office, ' 
where audience is held twice every day ; thefe Meffieurs immediately . 
lent a Familiar to advertize me, that liberty was granted to me, that I 
Ihould feek for a Vcflel to go into France, and give notice of it to the 
Inquifition, who would not fail to imbark me therein. 

I received this News the firft of June, with a joy which perfons who 
have not liiffered Captivity will fcarcebe able to conceive; but afterwards 
refleding upon the difficulty of finding a Veffel, and bargaining for my 
Paffage, while I had not the liberty of ading, I reprefented to the Inqui- 
fitors by a Nfemoire whichl caufed to be prefented to them,that it would 
be impoflible for me to receive any benefit from the favour they had 
ihewed to me, while I remained Chained, there being no poflibility in fb 
gilsat a Town as Lisbon, to know what Ships come in, or go out of the 
Haven, unlefs a Man waits there himfelf, or hath fbme friend who may 
inform himfelf with diligence. 

The Officers of the ordinary Council, who had malicioufly and rigo- 
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oftograiit me liberty, in laying I fliou’.d be tct at liberty as I defired, 
and go intp France, explained thele latter words, which were indeed 
added as a furplufageoffavour to me, as an abhflutc obligation of im- 
mediately embarquing my felf ; and fo made anfwer for my Memoirc, 
That they would grant me my defire, on condition, 1 would give cauti- 
on, and procure Sureties, that I- would ftay no longer at Lisbon than was 
necelTary to obtain an opportunity of being gone. This anfwer was 
fignilied tome the iSthof I v\^ent immediately to give an account 

and intreat ed him to finifli that matter which he had (6 

kindly begun. Some urgent affairs hindrcd him from going the fame 
day to the Inquifition, but going thither the 30 of the fame month in the 
morning, and giving caution for me, that in default of my being gone 
at the firit opportunity, he would pay four hundred Crowns; They 
fent in the Afternoon of the fame day, being the lad of June 1677, a 
Familiar to the Galley, who caufed my Irons to be taken otF, ahd carried 
me to the Holy Office ; where being called in theprefence of the Inqui- 
fitors they asked whether I knew the Queens Phyfician, They told ms 
he had given caution for me ; that themfelves extended their favour to 
me and that from thaJ: moment 1 might go whether I pleafed. Then 
commanding me to withdraw, I anfwered only with a profound reve^ 
rence and was immediately freed from the Tyrannical Power of the 
Holy Office, under the rigour of which I had groaned almoft four years, 
continuing from the day of my Imprifonment, Angujt the 24th 1673, to 

the laft of June 1 677. . 

As foon as I had fet foot out of this terrible Houfe, I went into the 

next Church, to render thanks to God and the Holy Virgin, for the li- 
berty I had juft now obtained. Twent in the next place to Mr. — - — . 
who wept for joy, embracing me. I then took a turn to the^ Galley, 

to eivemy laft adieu to thofc poor afflidedPerfons, who had been the 
Companions ofmy Misfortune; and to take away that little Luggage 
which remained to me. I enquired with all poffible diligence, when 
any Ship would part part for France, having much g^reater defire to be 
gone that fo I might get out of the Jurifdidion of the Inquifitors, than 
they could have for my departure. J found one in a fhort time; upon 
which I embarqued my felf; and after having paffed thorough fome 
light Fatiques, I had thehappinefstoarrive in my Country in pertecu 
Health.

the Hiflory of a Gentleman^ which will ferve to Jhew the Spirit of

I V\M1I finifh this Di'fcourte of the Inquifition with the Relation of what 
I know to have happened to two Perfbns, whom I faw in the Galley 
at Lisbon, who were there before me, and remained there when I came 
out, and with whom I had particular Difeourfes, upon the account of 
my own, and their Cafes. 

The firft ofthefe unfortunate Gentlemen bore the Office of Major of 
a Regiment, when he was apprehended, he was of the race of new 
Chrihians, and was accufed to have Judaized, by perfbns who in all pro^ 
bability had no other means to fave their lives than by confefllng them- 
felves guilty of tile fame Crime, and naming many Innocents, indeavour-i 
ing to find out the WitnelTes whom they were obliged to guels at by the 
Inqiiifition; this poor Officer thus accufed, was feized, and ffiut up i/i 
the Prilbns of the Holy Office, he was examined,, diverfe times to learn 
from his own mouth the caufe of his imprifonment, but he not being able 
to tell it, fince he knew it not himfelf, after he had been kept more than 
two years, they let him know that he was legally accufed and con- 
victed of being an Apoftate few, which he always ftoutly denied, pro- 
tefting that he had never ceated to be a Chriftian, and fubmitted tononc 
of all thole acculations wherewith he was charged ; nothing- was omit- 
ted to oblige him to confefs, not only Life, but alfo the reftitution of his 
Goods were promifed to him ; he was afterwards terrified with threat- 
ning of a cruel Death, but none of all thefe things could fhake his con- 
llancy. And he boldly declared to his Judges, that he would choofe ra- 
thcr to dye innocent, than to prelerve his life by an adt of Cowardice, 
which would for ever overwhelm him with Infamy. ' The Duke of 
De Aveira, who was then Inquifitor General, and paflionately defired 
to fave the life of this Prilbner, vehemently exhorted him to juakeufe of 
thofe means which were offered to him, ofprelerying himlelffrom execu- 
tion.. And becaufe the acculed perfon had teftified afeonftant refolution 
of never yielding to render himfelf infamous, by a bafe confelTion of thole 
Crimes which he had never committed, the Inquifitor General odtended 
vyith his feeming obftinacy, was tranlported fo far, as to fay to him 
Cmdes que aves de ganhar >: That is, What do you then pretend to i Do 
you think that we nave belied you ? And fo withdraw, leaving to the 
Prifoner lo*think at leifure what he had to do.* The words of this Judge 
iiKluae a very Itrange lenlc, and may jultly give occafion to reflections, 

which 
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which are neither advantageous tohimfelPnorto the Office, for this was very near as 
It helhouldiay, Wc. will rather caufe you to be burnt as guiltyj than let the World be- 
lieve that we have Imprifoned you innocent. 

AtM, the Aft ofFaith approaching, after more than three years Imprifonment, our 
Major heard the Sentence of Death pronounced againrt him 3 and a ConfefTor was given 
to him to difpofe him for it. This Gentleman, who had hitherto appear'd fo rcfolute 
was terrified by the approaches and preperation of his execution ; infomuen as hearing the 
K vening before the ceremony, acknowledged all which was defin’d of him again/l him- 
felf, however falfe j he appeared at the proceflion vefted with one of thofe Smmas co- 
vered with fire, whofe flames tend downward, which is called in Ponugiieie fogo rrjolto', 
to ftew that by his confefllon, however late, he had avoided death, after he had been 
jultly Condemned to it j and by fentance of the inquifition befide the confifeation of his 
goods he was condemned to the Galleys for five years. 

He had then ferved there more than two years when I arrived at Lisbon', and it was in 
that place, and from his own mouth, that I learned what I have now related. 


CHAP. XXXIX. 

A Gentleman, one ofthe greateft Quality in Portugal, who was a New Chrifiian, and 
very Rich, namtd Lewis PecoadeJ'a, having intermeddled in diverfe Criminal 
Caufes, but in the Judicature, had thereby contracted the hatred of many perfons. 
Thefe finding no better means to Revenge themfelves of him, accufed him to the Holy 
Office, as making fecret Profelfion of Judaifm, together with his Family 1 fo that in the 
fame day, his Wife, his two Children, his Daughter, a.nd feme others of his who dwell 
with him in his Houfe, were Arrcfied, and fliut up in the Prifon of the Inquifition of 
Conimbra. 

^ Lewis Pecox was firfl: examined, to draw from him a particular account of his Goods * 
of which thq Immoveable alone yielded thirty thoufand Livers Rent 5 and all this as well 
as the Moveables, was buried in the Treafures of the Holy Office. They urged liim' in 
the next place, to declare the caufe of his Imprifonment, which he could not do, know- 
ing nothing of it. All ways were attempted which the Inquifition is wont to make ufe 
oC to oblige accufed perfons to confefs their Crimes 5 but all this fhook not the Conftancy 
of Lewis Pecox. Atlaft, almofi three years being elapfed, the Promoter fignified to him 
the Crimes whereof he was accufed, and the Sentenceof Death which would be paft up- 
on him, if he refolved not to confefs. He endeavoured to juftifie himfelf, protefied all 
theFafls whereof he was accufed were fo many falfities, defired he might know his Wit- 
nefles who had depofed againft him, w horn he undertook eafily to convince of Perjury 
and offered many Arguments to his Judges, w hereby they might have clearly perceived 
his Innocence, if they would have' made ufe of them. But the Inquifitors without having 
any refped to what he alledged in his own defence, feeing him to perfift in denying the 
Aceufation, condemned him to the Fire, and acquainted him with his formal Sentence 
15 days before the Execution. 

>• of Ciiaval, who loved Lewis Pecoa,\o whom he had been Godfather, and 

who was an intimate friend ofthe Duke d'Jveira, informed himfelf from time to time 
of all particulars concerning the condition C'f the Prifoners Cafe,- and knowing from the 
inquifitor General, that the Prifoncr Confelfing nothing, and being otherwife fufficiently 
Convidtedj according to the Maxims of the Holy Office, could not cfcape the Fire, if lie
